rest is maid to be the property of 
Fred Merry. of the Oliver hotel, 
who reported the loss of his car 
about two weeks ago. Chambers is 
lodged at the police station under 
‘She blanket charge of disorderly 
conduct, held in defaylt of $1,000 
bond. The case against him, in- 
volving the thef¢e of the automobile, 
will come up for trial in recorder's 
court Monday morning. 

Almost coifcident with the arrest 
of Chambers and expressed opinion 
of detectives that he is a member 
‘of the “theft corporation” which has 
been astounding Atlanta with the 
number of car thefts, comes the 
knowledge that detectives from 
Augusta, and other Georgia and 
southern states, are In the city on 
the lookout for machines stolen 
from their cities, and thought to

Berger, Milwaukee socialist, 
elected from the fifth Wisconsin 
congressional district, after he had 


béen refused membtrship in the 


house “because he gave aid and 


comfort to the enemy,” was denied 
his seat again today by ‘a vote 
of 328 to 6, 

The house acted in a little more 
than an hour after Berger present- 
ed himself to be sworn in. Chair- 
man Dallinger, of the elections com- 
mittee, which held Berger ineligible 
the first time, presented a resolu- 
tion barring Brger and reviewed the 
reasons why Berger was excluded 
at the special session. Representa- 
tives Mann, republican, Illinois; 
Voight, republican, Wisconian, and 
Sherwood, democrat, Ohio, support- 
ed Berger's right to @ seat. 

“This is a representative form of 
government,” Mr. Mann said, “and 
this we must maintais inviolate if 
the people desire .it. Berger was 
elected by the people of Wisconsin. 
They have a right to be repre- 
sented.” 

Hodenstad Wante Seat. 

Request for a hearing on Henry | 
H. Bodenstad’s right ‘to the seat 
of Berger has been made before 
Chairman Dallinger. Bodenstad, a 
republican, was defeated by Berger 
by a majority of 40,806 votes in the 
special election. The committee pre- 
viously ‘held Joseph P. Carney, Ber- 
ger’s opponent in the first election, 
to be ineligible. Chairman Dallin- 
ger said ‘today at the time of his 
first election Berger was only une 
der indictment under the espionage 
act, but that he had been convicted 
before the second election took 
place, This, he added, would 
Strengthen Bodenstad’s case. 

Discussion of the right of Ber- 
ger to a seat began when Berger 
appeared and asked to be sworn to- 
day, two months to a dayafter he 
had been denied his seat on 
ground “that he gave aid and cem- 
fort to the enemy.”

Every patriotic citizen should 
withhold judgment, Speaker Sweet 
added, unttl evidence respecting the 
socialist party of Amerieéa and oth- 
er organizations had been present- 
ed to the judiciary committee of 
the ‘assembly before which the sus- 
pended socialists wlll be impartial- 
ly “judged” as to their “rights and 
fitness” to take their seats. 

Speaker Sweet declared criticism 
of the assembly’s action “without 
full Knowledge of the facts in the 
case of necessity gives aid and com- 
ifort to those elements of our so- 
ciety which seek the destruction of 
our institutians.”

UNDER FOCH’S ORDER 


Pershing Says Orders for 
Attack Were With- 
' drawn as Soon as Possi- 


ble After He Learned of 
Signing of Armistice. 


Washington, January 10.—Charges 
made before a house war investigat- 
ing committee that American lives 
were needlessly wasted on Armistice 
day are denied in a letter from Gen- 
eral Pershing; made puhjic today by 
Representative Fuller, republican, of 
Massachusetts. 

General Pershing says the Amer- 
ican forces were acting under gen- 
eral instructions issued by Marshal 
Foch to all allied commanders on 
November 9, 1918, and that orders 
for attacks were withdrawn as soon 
as possible after he was advised of 
the signing of the armistice. He also 
Says statements’ that American 
troops were ordered to the attack 
while French. divisions remained 
stationary are “wholly erroneous.”

“T had no knowledge before 6a. m.

5 a. m.. November 11, hence the in- 
formation which Captain Livermore 
states he received about midnight of 
November 10 was only a rumor, al- 
though that rumor proved to be cor- 
rect. 

“Kor several days prior to Novem- 
bepw 11 false rumors of the signing 
of an armistice were prevalent in 
all the armies. You may recall that 
at least one of these rumors even 
reached the United 8'xtes, and that 
November 7, I think’ was made a 
day of celebration on account of a 
false report. 

“All armies took steps to correct 
these rumors and at 8:45 p. m., No- 
vember 9, the following telegram 
was received by me from Marshal 
Foch:

Formal notice has been served 
on Germany by the United States 
in connection with the deposit at

Paris today of ratifications put- 
ting into effect the ‘treaty of 
Versailles, that conditions of the 


armistice still govern relations 
between the United States and 
Germany. 

Announcement of this action 
was made tonight by the state 
department in a statement show 
ing that Official notification of | 
the exchange had been receivat: 
Outlining the situation due to 
_the fact that the United Statés 
had not ratified the treaty, it 
said: 

“It is the position of this gov- 
ernment that the armistice .con- 
tinues in full force and effeet 
between the United States and 
Germany, and’ accordingly the 
provisions of ‘the ~-armistice 
agreement of November 11, 19138, 
as well as the provisions of the 
extensions of that agreement, re 
main binding on these two na- 
tions. 

“Notice of this was given. to

industrial Situation Strained. 


Practically nothing has been done 
to meet the pressing issues between 
capital and iabur.- With industriai 
unrest making trouble in  alngost 
every section of a nation just 
emerged trom war, congress nas in- 
duiged in political debates and or- 
fered no constructive program. Even 
the $25,000 appropriation requested 
for the expenses of the second in- 
dustrial conference cailed by Il’resi- 
dent Wilson has not been approve:

It is realized by the administra- 
tion that the initiative in legisla- 
tion rests with congress. The chief 
executive may only recommend. 
Whether legisiation may concern an 
appropriation of one million dol- 
lars to suppress the activities of 
“reds” and radicals—such as has 
just been recommended by the de- 
partment of labor—or the expenses 
of an industrial commission whose 
members serve without salary, the 
president and the heads ef depart- 
ments may only appeal to the ap- 
propriating branch of the govern- 
This is true also of iegisla- 
tion for the suppression of radical- 
ism, the lifting of onerous war 
the promotion of foreign 
trade, a revision of tariff duties, 
and the meeting of Various issues 
incident to the transition from war 
to peace conditions in the nation. 

Unless the responsible party in 
the two branches of congress quick- 
ly meets its obligations as outlined 
by the president—ranging from the 
ratification of the peace treaty to 
a modification of taxation laws— 
democrats are preparing further in- 
dictments to ask repudiation of a 
“do nothing” republican party. 

In the closing hours of a memo- 
rable week in American democracy, 
many side lights to the committee 
meeting and the Jackson dinner are 
recalled.

In his letter, which was addressed 
to A. C. Bedford, chairman of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey, Mr. Rockefeller said he believed 
there were only two survivors of 
the original organizers of the 
Standard Oil Company of Ohio, the 
parent organization—his brother, 
William, and himself. He said he 
had commenced his career as an oil 
refiner, preceding his brother in the 
business by fouf years. 

Competition Was Ruinous. 

“The business of oil refining,” 
Mr. Rockefeller wrote, “was very 
profitable in the early sizties, but 
in the late sixties it was overdone 
and the competition was ruinous, 
so that probably eighty and pos- 
sibly ninety per cent of all engaged 
in it were either barely holding 
their own or suffering actual loss.” 

Many efforts were made to rem- 
edy the demoralization inthe indus- 
try, but without success, Mr. Rock- 
efeller continued, until the Stand- 
ard Oil undertook to unite certain 
refining interests under a common 
ownership. The finding of the eap- 
ital for the scheme was difficult in 
view of the poor credit conditions 
in the business, and Mr. Rockefeller 
could recall only two concerns, the 
Warden and Frew company inter- 
ests, of Philadelwhia, and _ the 
Charles Pratt Co., or New York, 


who were willing to turnish cash in 
return for stock. As an illustra- 
tion of the stringency in the money 
market, he said the Standard Oil 
company borrowed from its share- 
holders all the money they would 
lend and paid 10 per cent interest. 

The money thus raised was still 
insufficient, but financial backirg 
was obtained through the- sale of 
stock to leading capitalists and the 
business of other refiners was tak- 


or cash. The ablest representatives 
of such concerns were enlisted in 
the administration of.the joi»t un- 
dertaking. 


Record Without Precedent. 


“And here I may be pardoned for 
Saying,” Mr. Rockefeller wrote, 
“that the Standard Oil company 
made a record without precedent in 
the history of commercial enter- 
prises in turning to its weaker and 
bankrupt competitors and offering 
them a chance to retoup their wan- 
ing fortunes without any risk on 
their part, except the putting in of 
their plants, many of which were 
Superannuated and illy equipped to 
cope with the more up-to-date re- 
finers even of that time. 

“IT am happy that all who took 
stock prospered and did much bet- 
ter than they conld have done under 
any other circumstances. 

“This, however, was not so sur- 
prising after the trying years 
through which they had passed; and 
it must be remembered that this 
was a new and untried thing and 
that many people regarded the or- 
ganization as a rope of sand. Not 
only was this true at its inception, 
but for some time efforts were made 
on-’every hand to discredit the com- 
pany. Such opposition was to be 
expected, as the methods of econo- 
mizing in every step from the put- 
ting down of the well to the deliv- 
ery to the consumer of the manu- 
factured product brought about an 
economic «revolution, accepted, as 
such great movements always are, 
by more or less antagonism from 
those who preferred to continue the 
old and obselete method.” 

‘History of Company Reviewed. 

The history of the companyalso 
was reviewed by Mr. Bedford, who 
declared that in many respects it 
was the history of petroleum 
throughout the world. He asserted 
in every country where oil produc- 


has been made so by emulating 
Standard Oil: methods. Mr. Bedford 
eulogized Mr. Rockefeller, Henry M. 
Flagler, Charles Pratt and Henry 
H. Rogers, associates in the forma- 
tion and development of the Stand- 
ard Oil corporation as men who had 
not merely built up a tremendous 
enterprise, but who had made great 
contributions to their country in 
philanthropy, medicine, education 
and art.

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TALK OF “SPLIT? 
SCOUTED BY BRYAN 


Nebraskan Says He Is 
Only Trying to Get the 
Treaty Ratified—Takes 
No Orders From the 


President. 


Chicago, January 10.—Free and 
open discussion in the United States 
senate, “where concessions may be 
asked and given,” was advocated by 
William Jennings Bryan today as 
a means of making a compromise 
on the peace treaty. Mr. Bryan was 
adressing the Iroquois club, 

“If no compromise can be reach- 
ed,” he said, “we must acquiesce for 
the present with the republican ma- 
jority.” He proposed that in that 
case enough democratic votes be 
withdrawn to permit the republi- 
cans a constitutional two-thirds 
vote by which the treaty and the 
league of nations covenant would 
be ratified with reservations and 
allow “the people to pass judg- 
ment” at the polls. 

No Split With Wilson. 

Mr. Bryan very emphatically 
stated there had been no “split” in 
the democratic party and that such 
a conclusion should not be drawn 
from the addresses of himself and 


President Wilson at the Jackson 
day banquet. 

“The president’s letter read at 
Washington,” continued Mr. Bryan, 
“contains words open to construc- 
tion that indicate to me that com- 
promise is possible. The president 
did well at Paris. He did more 
there than we could expect any man 
to do.” 

Mr. Bryan said his plan of com- 
promise or the alternative of al- 
lowing the republican majority to 
record its will was “just the simple 
old American plen of majority rule.” 
With ratification accomplished, he 
said, “then we will have peace and 
the league of nations and we can 
g0 to work,” 


Constitution and Senate. 


“The constitution gives the sen- 
ate the right to ratify upon its own 
terms,” Mr. Bryan continued. “We 
are in the minority and we must 
acquiesce with the majority. It is 
rabhorrent that ratification must be 
delayed for fourteen months, be- 
cause this is a government where no 
one man can tell another what he 
must do. 

“Who has the authority to say 
that the president will or will not 
accept a reasonable compromise? 
My idea simply is to suggest a way 
out. I have not left the beaten 
track and I only apply old rules to 
new conditions. We must compro- 
mise, if possible, to put this ques- 
tion out of politics and if we can- 
not agree, the minority must recog- 
— sae right of the majority to 

e. 

Mr. Bryan said there is no real 
difference of opinion as to Article 
X., that the issue has become cloud- 
ed by words and much argument, 
and that all men must agree that 
right to declare war cannot be re- 
moved from congress,

“I stated in Washington that I 
was not a candidate for presidenr, 
but it seems to me that these issues 
are big enough to be considered 
on their own merits by those in- 
terested in securing the best things 
for the country. I do not under- 
stand the attitude of newspapers 
that seek to drag the discussion of 
these great issues down to a per- 
sonal level.” 

Mr. Bryan said he and President 
Wilson “agree in purpose.” 

“We both want immediate ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty and a 
speedy establishment of the league 
of nations,” he said. “It is simply 
a difference of opinion over a 
method and not a purpose. 

Not Opposing Wilson. 


“There is no reason why advo- 
cacy of a compromise should be in- 
terpreted as opposition to the presi- 
dent. Mr. Wilson is an official and 
his recommendations travel by their 
own weight. 

“The constitution gives the presi- 
dent the right to make recommen- 


dations to congress. It gives con- 
gress the right to disregard these 
recommendations just as it empow- | 
ers congress to pass laws and the |§ 
president to veto them.” 

Mr. Bryan said eighty-six senators | 
favor ratification of the treaty, but 
differ as to reservations. He aa- | 
vocated a compromise so as to keep 
the treaty from becoming a cam- 
paign issue, adding: 

“If the republicans insist upon | 
reservations that the democrats can- 
not accept, then the democrats will 
be in a good position to take it as 
an issue before the people.”

oners. 

St. Quentin Method. 

One of the members of the so- 
ciety stated that flogging had been 
abolished at the prison at St. Quen- 
tin, Cal., whereupon Commissioner 
Mills asked if the speaker would 
recommend as a substitute for flog- 
ging the method employed at St. 
Quentin, “This method, as I hap- 
pen to know,” stated Mr. Mills, “is 
the use of the straightjacket, which 
I consider the most brutal form 
of punishment ever invented.” . 

The speaker then admitted that 
he did not approve of the method.

Madrid, January 10.—All army of- 
figers on leave have been ordered by 
the Spanish government to rejoin 
their units immediately. 

Dispatches from Saragossa an- 
nounce that seven soldiers implicat- 
ed in the attack upon the artillery 
_ barracks early yesterday were exe- 
cuted following their court-martial 
today. The authorities released a 
number of syndicalists arrested for 
complicity in. the affair. 

The account of the disorder re- 
ceived here says that at. 3 o'clock 
in the morning President Checa, df 
the wood workers’ union, widely 
known for his syndicalist activities, 
appeared at the barracks entrance 
with soldiers of the Ninth artillery 
regiment. 

The sentry and the soldiers on 
guard opened the gate. Upon en- 
tering Checa and his followers were 
opposed by a.sub-lleutenant and a 
sergeant whom they did for. The 
mutineers then were joined by sol- 
diers of the guard. 

' Checa with three men entered the 
_ dormitories of the sleeping soldiers, 
The maJority of the 8oldiers refused 
to listen to the fiery speeches with 
which Checa tried to induce them 
to join his;movement, and locked 
themselves in their yooms, from 
which they fired upon the muti- 
neers,

MILLIONS ASKED 
10 FEED EUROPE 


Congress to Give $150,- 
000,000 for Relief in 
Austria, Poland and Ar- 
menia. 


Washington, January 
aggregating $150,000,000 for food 
relief in Austria, Poland and other 
European countries and Armenia to 
prevent .a “general disintegration 
of political cohesion in western 
Europe,” were proposed to congress 
today by Secretary Glass, who said 
it might be necessary to increase 
this amount to $200,000,000 after 
the full situation in Europe had 
been assessed. 

The secretary reviewed at length 
conditions in the suffering coun- 
tries, particularly Austria and Po- 
land, and said Great Britain, France 
and Italy were assisting in reliev- 
ing distress in Austria through a 
$48,000,008 loan, and that England 
would continue to lend aid by fur- 
nishing ships for transporting such 
supplies as possible from the United 
Kingdom. 

Breakdown Near. 

Reviewing the situation in 
tria, Mr. Glass said suffering was 
$0 great that the chancellor, Dr. 
Renner, had declared a complete 
breakdown must occur by the end 
of January unless assistance was 
given from the outside. 

“What the effect of a general so; 
cial breakdown in Austria would be, 
of course, can only be conjectured,” 
wrote Mr. Glass. “That it would be 
confined to Austria, however, seems 
highly improbable, and if it spread 
to Germany, Poland and possibly 
all Europe, the result would be no 
less than a general disintegration 
of political cohesion in western 
Murope. Such an event would be 
fraught with the most serious con- 
sequences for the United States, 
and would certainly leave in its 
wake severe suffering and thou- 
| sands of deaths among the poorer 
| class.” 
| Referring to Poland, Mr. Glass 
said the failure of the government 
there properly to ration its adult 


population already had caused dem- 
onstrations by the “reds” in War- 
BAW. 

Under the treasury department

dication or becoming a paying busi- 


ness, The Railroad Age will publish | 


@ strong editorial in its neXt issue 
on the A, B. & A. situation, now 
causing so much concern in the 
cities along this line. 

“Indeed, we think,” the editorial 
will say, “if it had not been inter- 
rupted and its owners had kept on 
making good money out of it, it 
would soon have been fit to be 
‘dedicated to the public’ service.’ 
The very first of the cruel war's 
necessities, however, required that 
the management of several other 
railroads be piled helter skelter up- 
on those chosen to manage the A.,, Bb.

PERSHING IS HAILED 
BY MISSOURi PEOPLE 


Kansas City, Mo., January 10.— 
Hailed as the “victorious Missou- 
rian fresh from the battlefields of 
Europe,” General Pershing today 
was greeted by thousands of his 
“fellow Missourians,” as he ex- 
pressed it, and in turn bowed and 
smiled to the throngs that pressed 
about him wherever he appeared. 
The general led a parade through 
the city; was guest of honor at a 
luncheon at the chamber of com- 
merce, spoke to two women’s clubs 
and to the state convention of the 
Missouri Highway Engineers’ asso- 
cation, and was presented with a 
gold sword. 

The sword presentation was made 
in convention hall late in the aft- 
ernoon. The golden sabre, pur- 
chased by popular subscription, was 
presented by Dr. Burris A. Jenkins, 
of Kansas City. In accepting it 
General Pershing said he did so “in 
the name of the gallant and cour- 
ageous young manhood of Missouri, 
whom I had the honor of command- 
ing on the battlefield.” 

Speaking at this public reception 
General Pershing referred to the 
“days of unrest following the war.” 
He asserted that here and there are 
to Be found “spots dangerous to the 
stability of our institutions,” add- 
ing that the country would find the 
American Legion a “steadying 
force standing out against those 
who would destroy this great gov- 
ernment.” 


REPUBLIC OF IRELAND 
TO SELL CERTIFICATES 


New York, January 10.—W. 
Bourke Cockran, state chairman of 
the Irish Bond Certificate Loan, an- 
nounced tonight that the campaign 
to sell $10,000,000 worth of ‘certifi- 
cates of the Irish republic would 
begin January 17. 

The government of the Irish re- 
public is in full control in Ireland, 
except in the cities of Dublin and 
Belfast, according to a statement 
issued by Mr. Cockran, and is “en- 
acting laws which are universally 
obeyed and administering them 
through courts whose judgments no 
one cares to dispute.”

PAN TAKES LEAD 
IN INPORT TRADE 


Unnoticed, Yellow WNa- 
tion Bounded Into First 
Place Among Nations 
From Which the United 
States Imports Goods. 


By Frederic W. Wile. 
(The Constitution—Philadelphia Public Ledger 
Service—Copyright, 1920.) 
Washington, January 10.—Unbe- 
known to Americans at large, Japan 
has bounded into first place among 
the nations from which the United 
States imports goods. She has far 
outstripped the position Germany 
formerly occupied in the American 
market, and for the moment has 
even Great Britain 
which before the war headed the 
list of foreign countries in our im- 
port figures. Today Japanese trade 
exceeds that of any other people 
with whom Uncle Sam does busi- 
ness. From the commercial stand- 
point, it is unquestionably the Yel- 
low Empire that “won the war,” 
During the fiscal year 1919—the 
latest figures available—American 
purchases of mechandise stamped 
“Made in Nippon” aggregated the 
unprecedented total of $303,993,041, 
Of this sum, $173,157,405 represented 
raw silks alone. By what giant 
strides Japan has stepped into the 
place once held by Germany is in- 
dicated by the comparison of this 
silk import with the sum total of 
goods of all kinds purchased from 
Germany in the year preceding the 
war, namely, $189,919,136. 
Table Shows Gain. 


The rate at which grist was 
brought to the Japanese commercia. 
mill during the war, owing to the 
martial preoccupations of the great 
manufacturing nations of Europe, 
is shown by this table of imports 
into the United States from Japan:

Germany’s rich toy trade in the 
United States is slowly but surely 
passing into Japanese hands. In 
1914 Germany sold us $1,791,000 
worth of playthings, and Japan a 
paltry $2,925. In 1919 Japanese toys 
to the value of $474,000 were 
brought into this country. 

The Japanese have captured their 
vast foothold in the United States 
by a systematic process of simula- 
tion and imitation of goods former- 
ly imported from European coun- 
tries. Matches are a typical case in 
point. In 1914 we bought the baga- 
telle of $22,800 worth of matches 
from Japan. In 1919 Japanese 
match imports amountedto $1,058.- 
000. The box which the average 
smoker used to buy marked “made 
in Sweden” is now emblazoned 
“made in Nippon.” Japan is also 


selling America surgical instru- 
ments for the first time. 
Use of “Nippon.” 

It may be remarked in passing 
that the Japanese resort to the 
practice of using the word “Nippon” 
instead of. Japan on their exports, 
in order to comply with the Ameri- 
can law requiring indication of 
place of origin. In their judgment, 
“Nippon” is less familiar to people 
than Japan. They plan, apparently, 
thus to counteract possible preju- 
dice against Japanese goods. “Nip- 
pon” fulfills the legal requirement, 
which demands that place of origin 
be merely “indicated,” and not 
“named.” 

Next to raw silks the principal 
American purchases from Japan in 
1919 consisted of soy bean oils, 
$8,994,776; tea, $13,420,067, and silk 
fabrics, $10,959,396. 

While the Japanese have been pil- 
ing up their business in the United 
States, American exporters have 
been increasing their sales in Ja- 
pan. Prior to the war our exports 
to Japan were always considerably 
smaller than our imnorte from that

country. Owing to the inability of 
European countries to maintain 
their trade with the Far Bast, our ; 
sales to Japan between 1914 to’ 1919 
mounted to $326,462,269, exceeding} 
by $23,000,000 the amount of goods.

Fifty thousand Indians from all 
parts of Mexico have just com- 
pleted their week of homage to 
their patron saint, the Virgin of 
Guadaloupe, and their pilgrimage to 
‘the shrine of the Virgin here, as 
Sacred a journey as ever was m.de 
‘-by- Mohammedans.toe-Mecca or Hin- 
dus to the Rivet Ganges. 
_ Thig ceremony marks the 388th 
anniversary of the traditional di- 
‘Vine manifestation which resulted 
in the conyersian to Christianity of 
virtually all Indians in Mexico and 
led to the’ érectiOn’ -heré of a mag- 
nificent. cathedral, several chapels 
and the shrine, It has been a week 
of prayer, churchgoing and fiesta 
for ‘the ,Indtantis. | 

The incident from which the cere- 
mony had its origin transpired, ac- 
cording to tradition, in .1931, when 
an’ Indian’ is said to have met on 
the ‘present site of Guadalupe vil- 
Jage the ‘apparition of the Blessed 
Virgin, who . imprinted her image 
upon, the cloth jerkin the Indian 
was Wearing. This miracle so im- 
\pressed the Indians that a shrine 
was erected here and Jater;the ca- 
thedral and chapels. Through the 
succeeding @enturies ‘this has been 
-the mecca to which nearly all In- 
dians of Mexico turn for one week 
during the year. 


Jerkin Still Preserved. 


The jerkin bearing the imprint is 
still preserved in the shrine, en- 
cased in silver, gold and gems. 

“Guadalupe day,” as the celebra- 
tion is called, is a strange combina- 
tion of devotion and unbridled 
hilarity on the part of the Indians, 
Guadalupe is within easy access 
from Mexico City and the festival 
always attracts many foreign spec- 
tators from the ca 

Thousands of the 
have journeyed on foot or with bur- 
ros for hundreds of miles come 
bringing their tiny charcoal stoves 
upon which they cook their smelly 
food and for a.bed curl themselves 
into a blanket and sleep on the 
ground. At least 30,000 of them 
were seattered over the spacious 
plazas and hills on the opening 
night when the ceremonies began 
with a midnight mass. 

The shrine at the top of the hill 
marks the'spot where the divine 
manifestation.is said to have taken 
place and is reached over a rude path- 
way studded with rocks and wind- 
ing. round the hill, Up this roadway 
trudge the natives singing their 
weird. incantations. ard carryin 
offerings of fruits, flowers an 
animals to ‘the Virgin. A few of 
the more devout cling to the cus- 
tom of two centuries ago by crawl- 
ing to'- the shrine on hands and 
knees with violent beating of arms 
and wild lamentations. 

Turbulent Carnival Held. 


The ceremonies of devotfon com- 
pleted, the Indians return to the 
Mew and hold turbulent carnival 
an ndulge in their favorite stimu. 
lant, pulque. 

There are tents for gambling, one 
of. which is at the entrance to the 
‘gate to the cathedral enclosure. 
Food, drink and souvenirs are sold 
at countless stalls. There is a “medi-+ 
cine man” who astounds hidgspecta- 
tors by changing a blue cloth to @ 
red one, and there are merry-g0- 
rounds, pickpockets and foreigners 
with clicking cameras. At night 
orchestras drone Indian melodieg 
and the natives dance and sing. 

This alternating worship and 
pmerry-making is continued for & 
‘week and then the groups disperse 
.and the Indians start for home, 
leaving this little village again te 
its year of serenity to await ane 
other “Guadalupe day.”

There 
are and always will be muckers in 
almost every sport—but baseball is 
the only game perhaps in the world 
in which certain °practices that 
would be called muckerish in oth- 
er sports are considered legitimate 
and even to be commended, 

The ethics of baseball are unlike 
those of any other sport in which 
the element of contest enters. This 
is not a criticism or a knock on 
baseball. It is simply because base- 
ball ig a game in which every 
means‘of beating opponents either 
by quickness of brain, of eye, of 
rend or foot, is considered legiti- 
mate. Roughly any practice per- 
mitted in war is permissible in 
baseball, excepting purposeful in- 
jury of an opponent. 

In golf, for instance, a player 
who would interfere with another 
in p'ay would be ostrac:zed. In Do se- 
ball a player who fails to interfere 
as far as the rules will permit is 
not considered capable. The rules 
are supposed to establish limits to 
which players may go and it is 
“sood baseball” to go just as far 
as the rules and their interpreters 
will permit. 

In other sports the ethics pre- 
scribe quick unquestioning obedi- 
ence to the referee or umpire. In 
baseball, it is considered ethical 
to outwit the umpire, in fact it is 
almost as much a part of the game 
as is outwitting opponents. 

Just why this standard has come 
to be recognized is unknown. Per- 
haps it is because ball players, es- 
pecially professionals, loow upon 
umpires as‘their natural enemies. 
Thev do, and probably always will. 
If they can cut a base when by a 
quick glance they see that the 
umpire is not look'ng or out of po- 
sition, if they can turn some little 
trick that catches him asleep, they 
are almost as much pleased as they 
would have been to get a base hit. 

Because of that spirit, which is 
universal among players and part 
of the education of every kid on the 
lots, the umpires will find it ex- 
tremely @ fficult to enforce any anti- 
freak pitching law. It will serve 
to make pitchers more cautious, but 
it will add to their incentive to 
beat the ump. Some of those birds

PLAN TO STOP PIRACY 
OF U. S. TRADE-MARKS 


Washington, January  10.—At- 
tempts of piracy of American trade- 
marks in foreign countries can be 
frustrated, according to Chauncey 
P, Carter, of Washington, trade- 
mark expert, formerly assistant to 
the chief of the bureau of com- 
merce, who said today the inter- 
national of industrial property 
could be invoked to cancel fraud- 
ulent registrations. Mr. Carter has 
been in consultation with state de- 
partment officials, who have asked 
the American ministers at Lisbon 
and Berne and the consul at Orpor- 
to, for full reports by cable of the 
latest attempt, this time by a Por- 
tuguese, to make unauthorized 
wholegale registration of the marks 
adopted by big firms in this coun- 


ry. 

“Practically every one of these 
marks,” Mr. Carter said, “consists 
in whole or in part of the name of 
its American proprietor. There is 
. to age _e international con- 
rfention o ndustrial propert 
which the United States sad Por. 
tugal are signatories, which makeg 
it mandatory on contracting na- 
tions to protect commercial names 
without requiring registration. Un- 
der this provision it will be possi- 
ble to cancel the Portuguese reg- 
istrations in question and thus in- 
validate the attempted seizure of 
these marks in almost a score of 
countries,

ENGINEERS DECLARE 
OPEN SEWERS MENACE 


Trunk System Advocated by 
Society of Engineers—Col- 
lier Working Out Plans. 


Close proximity of-open sewers 
to residences in many sections of 
Atlanta is menacing the health of 
the city, declare members of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers 
of Atlanta, and they have prepared 
a list of trunk sewers which they 
recommend for entire or partial 
completion, to relieve the surround- 
ing inhabitants from insanitary con- 
ditions. 

Chief of Construction H. L. Col- 
lier is working on a comprehensive 
program of sewer construction for 
the city this yéar and will ask for 
an appropriation sufficient to ena- 
ble the department to remedy the 
situation complained of by the so- 
ciety of engineers. This program 
was outlined in the. annual report 
of the sewer division of the con- 
struction department made to the 
sewer committee last week. 


Open Sewage Near Home. 


Open sewage flows along pools 
a few yards back of the Atlanta 
‘(“hild’s Home, also near other occu- 
pied dwellings, says the report of 
‘he engineers. According to the re- 
port the same condition prevails 
near Piedmont park; an open sew- 
age branch runs within 500 feet of 
the new Spring Street school; there 
is an open pool extending practi- 
cally into the rear yards of dwell- 
ings on Whiteford avenue, and al- 
most a score of other sewers fur- 
nish a similar menace, 

“No one knows to what extent 
the city of Atlanta is jeopardizing 
not only the health of its own com- 
munity, but that of many other 
surrounding towns through which 
the stream carrying Atlanta’s sew- 
age passes,” declare the engineers. 

“Not only is the question of the 
disposal] plants of vital importance, 
but also that of several of the 
city’s largest sewer outfall lines 
which run through part of the best 
residential sections of the city. 
They have become _ stopped in 
places, broken in others, and are 
generally in poor repair.”

“Upon the election,” he writes, 
“will hinge the question of whether 
the United States, against its will, 
shall be compelled to occupy Mexi- 
co with its military forces.” 

The writer, who is known tothe 

public of both Mexico and the 
United States, has asked me not to 
use his name, but he explains the 
limportance of the election to this 
‘country in the following words: 
' “The fact cannot be blinked that 
‘an American intervention in Mexi- 
'co, regardless of what has happen- 
led there in the last ten yéars, or 
|\what is now happening, depends 
| upon the outcome of the election 
and the aftermath. This is agreed 
to with virtually no divergence 
of sentiment by all persons who 
are correctly informed upon Mexi- 
can affairs and conditions. These 
persons include not only represen- 
tatives of our government and of 
American investment interests, but 
Serious straight-thinking Mexicans 
themselves. The danger is disturb- 
ingly obvious. It is feared that, 
following unfortunate: and almost 
immutable historical precedent, the 
rival political factions in Mexico, 
will resort to arms to combat or 
sustain whatever the declared de- 
cision of the Mexican electorate in 
June may be; that this will breed 
conditions of disorder and destruc- 
tion of a far more serious nature 
than have prevailed since the Car- 
ranza government was set up, and 
that the patience of the world with 
Mexican revolutionary folly being 
exhausted and the European war 
ended, the United States, under hu- 
mane compulson asinsistent asthat 
which drove us into the Spanish 
war, will be forced to throw its 
armies into Mexico to restore order 
and law. 

“Washington is fully alert to the 
menace which threatens our peace.”

Analyzes Situation. 

Analyzing the situation he 
states: “It seems reasonable Lo 
/assume that Carranza will make no 
| attempt to succeed himself. All in- 
dications are against it. The new 
Mexican constitution forbids re- 
election of the executive. Carranza 
has several times placed himself 
on record publicly with pledges 
that he will not be a candidate, 
Within a few days he has accepted 
& nomination for the office of gov- 
ernor of nis native state, Coahuila, 
| and there is little doubt he will be 
elected. 

“Whatever Carranza’s 
held ambitions may be a 
line of perpetuating himself in 
power, following the example of 
Diaz, it does not seem to lie in the 
cards that he has the strength or 
audacity to override the constitu- 
tion or to exert his influence to 
place in the presidency a hand- 
picked candidate of his own, who 
would be ‘Carranza’s puppet.’ The 
people of Mexico are thoroughly 
weary of Carranza and his rule. 
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Carranza never has been a popular 
or an inspiring figure to the 
Mexican masses. Carranza has been 
looked to-by the Mexican people to 
create the utopian social conditions 
which, to their untutored minds, 
the revolution spelled for them. 
Carranza has failed to deliver the 
goods. No one could have done s0, 
but the Mexican people held him 
personall responsible for the 
crimes of omission and commission 
which followed the revolution. Any 
attempt by Carranza to hold onto 
the presidency, or to put a man 
like his son-in-law, Candido Agui- 
lar, in his place would instantane- 
ously increase the discontent and 
rebellion against his government a 
hundredfold. Carranza may seek 
to postpone the election on the 
ground that the disturbed state of 
the country rendered it impossible 
for a full, free and fair election to 
be held, but he is not, likely to 
have this pretext. Unless things go 
wholly to pot Carranza will not 
have the shadow of an excuse for 
putting off the election.” 


Two Serious Figures. 
With Carranza “logically elimi- 


nated,” the writer says there are 
only “two serious figures on the 
Mexican political horizon—Gen- 
erals Alavaro Obregon and Pablo 
Gonzalez. They are the men be- 
tween whom the fight les. No 
other candidates are in the field, or 
are likely to be, unless the lines in 
the campaign shift unexpectedly. 
The recent ‘boom’ of Ygnacia Bo- 
nillas, the ambassador of Mexico 
to the United States, cannot now be 
taken seriously. Apparently Bo; 
nillas, who is one of Obregon’s 
closest friends, has been brought 
forward as a stalking horse for 
Obregon, in the expectation that 
whatever strength his candidacy 
may develop will be transferred to 
Obregon at the proper time. The 
excuse for shying Bonillas’ som- 
brero into the ring was in re- 
sponse to an alleged demand among 
the Mexicans for a civilian presi- 
dent, but a ramping, prancing. 
gold-laced, cock-hatted he-general 
is what the Mexicans want. 

In presenting the record and 
qualifications of Obregon and Gon- 
zalez, both of whom are known 
personally to the author of this re- 
port, he writes: 

“In Washington both Obregon 
and Gonzalez are being carefully 
studied and analyzed from the 
standpoint of their interest to the 
United States as possible presidents 
of Mexico.” Of Obregon he saya: 

“He is one of the spectacular, 
colorful figures thrown up by the 
revolution. He is on the list of the 
ten generals of divisions in the 
Mexican army, a rank correspond- 
ing to our major generals. He has 
just written a fat and interesting 
book called ‘Ten Thousand Kilo- 
meters of Campaigning.’ The im- 
pression one gets from reading this 
Odyssey is that Obregon, as a 
revolutionary warrior, covered 
much ground, did a surprisingly 
smal] amount of worth-while 
fighting, hates the Catholic church 
and priests hugely, holds at least a 
passive dislike for Americans and 
other foreigners and regards Mexi- 
co aS a walled country to be run at 
her own sweet will, regardless of 
other nations. 

Obregon Quit Cold. 

“For a time Obregon functioned 
as Carranza’s minister of war. Dif- 
ferences arose between them. Three 
years ago Obregon quit cold, left 
the revolution and Carranaz flat, 
retired to his farm in Sonora and 
devoted himself to making money 
by organizing a monopoly in Sono- 
ra and northwest Mexico in gar- 
banzes, a favorite staple of diet of 
the Spanish peasantry. At times, 
when Mexico was suffernig from 
a dearth of food, Obregon, through 
the grace of the govern- 
ment, was permitted to ship to 
Spain thousands of tons of gar- 
banzes, which sold at high prices. 

“During the war Obregon care- 
fully refrained from indicating that 
his sympathies were with the 
United States and the allies. Al- 
‘most without exception, all of the 
i'generals and army officers who 
form the bulk of his support are 
avowedly pro-German.” 

Two months ago, the writer 
States, Obregon “hooted” the pro- 
posals of Gonzalez for an election 
compromise to prevent post-elec- 


tion friction and a possible revo- 
lution. “Gonzalez publicly pro- 
posed that the two candidates en- 
ter into a pact which would mu- 
tually bind them to accept the re- 
Sult of the election peacefully. 
Obregon rejected it.” 

Regarding Gonzalez, he remarks 
that “it is difficult’ to find an 
American or other foreigner who 
has had dealings with Gonzalez 
who does not speak favorably of 
him. By those who know him well 
Gonzalez is said to be aman of 
force, of calm and sound judg- 
ment, ability, vision, intelligence 
and patriotism. He is a well-edu- 
cated man. Before the revolution 
he was well-to-do and for many 
years successfully conducted a 
milling business and other enter- 
prises in Monterey. 

Lived in United States. 

In his youth he spent several 
years in the United States in the 
employ of ‘the Southern Pacific 
railway. He has been unfailingly 
loyal to the Carranza government, 
although he makes no secret of his 
disagreement with Carranza on 
matters of foreign policy. He be- 
lieves that Mexico’s future depends 


upon the establishment of close 
regulations between Mexico andthe 
United States. His counsel to Car- 
ranza has been along these lines, 
especially with respect to such 
provisions of the new constitution 
which offer occasion for grave fric- 
tion over the question of foreign 
property rights in Mexico. It was 
only recently that Carranza de- 
tailed Gonzalez to go to Pueblo 
and investigate the merits of the 
Jenkins case. Gonzalez is under- 
stood to have reported to Carranza 
that the prosecution was inexcu- 
sable on any charge that Jenkins 
conspired with the bandits who 
kidnaped him. Furthermore, Gon- 
zalez is the only general of division 
in Mexico who has accomplished 
anything worth while in pacifying 
the country. During the war Gon- 
zgalez was the only personage of 
moment connected with the Mexi- 
can government who came out 
flat-footed and publicly

Summarizing his observations, 
my informant concludes that while 
Carranza’s attitude toward the 
two men is still in doubt, “those 
who know Obregon and Gonzalez 
seem to be confident that if Obre- 
gon is declared defeated he will 
promptly plunge the country into 
another revolution. They are 
equally certain that Gonzalez, un- 
der no circumstances, will take any 
measures to intensify internal

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Billion Dollars Ready 
ForHighwayBuilding 
During Next 2 Years 


Great Impetus Given 
Good Roads Movement 
by Amendments to Fed- 
eral Aid Road Act. 


VERY FEW HIGHWAYS 
DEBARRED UNDER ACT 


Government Funds No 
Longer Limited to Use 
on Roads Used as Mail 
Routes. 


Washington, January 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The greatest road-building 
problem in the history of the coun- 
try is now under way, and will ex- 
tend throughout the year 1920, ac- 
cording to David F. Houston, secre- 
tary of agriculture, in whose depart- 


ment is the federal good roads bu- 
reau. 


Secretary Houston says roadwork 
has been facilitated and much im- 
petus given the good-roads move- 
ment by the amendments to the 
federal aid road act. These amend- 
ments were adopted during the 
sixty-fifth congress, which was un- 
der democratic control. 

Discussing the nation-wide cam- 
paign for better roads, which are 
made possible by federal aid in con- 
junction with the states, Secretary 
Houston says: . ° ‘ 
“It is interesting. to note that 
up to July 1, 1919, state bond is- 
sues aggregating $224,800,000 had 
been authorized and approved by 
popular vote, and that provision 
has been made for voting next year 
on proposals for the issuance of ad- 
ditional state road bonds to the ex- 
tent of approximately $314,000,J00. 
During the present and the next 
fiscal year there will be made avail- 
able for road improvement at least 
One billion dollars. Certainly few 
laws, if any, have produced greater 
results, either in terms of expendi- 
ture for a god purpose or in terms 
of helpful legislation and machin- 
ery, than the federal aid road act. 

= Limiting Factors. 

“It seems clear, in the circum- 
stances, that the principal limiting 
factors in the 1920 program will be 
those of rail transportation for, and 
production of, suitable road ma- 
terial, the contractors’ organizations 
available. and the labor supply.” 

Secretary Houston says the 1919 
program for road building was 
greater than any preceding year, 
and was so great, in fact, that many 
of the states must postpone until 
1920 the expenditure of federal 
funds simply because it is neces- 
sary to develop experienced con- 
tracting and engineering organiza- 
tions from the stagnant conditions 
brought about by the war. 

Under the terms of the federal 
road act the apportionment to a 
state for any one fiscal year re- 
mains available for expenditure un- 
til the end of the succeeding year. 


It is estimated at the department 
of agriculture that the funds al- 
ready provided and allotted will be 
sufficient to finance next year a 
program more than four times 
greater than any that has been un- 
dertaken., 

Amendments to the federal road 
act which the sixty-fifth congress 
approved are explained, in brief. 
to increase from $190,000 to $20,000 
per mile the amount of federal 
funds that may be expended by one 
road, and to broaden considerably | 


the definition of what constitutes 
@ rural post road. 

Under the original wording of the 
law federal funds could be expend- 
ed only.on roads upon which the 
United States mails now are or may 
hereafter be transported. This fea- 
ture was the most troublesome to 
the highway departments of the sev- 
eral states and caused delays be- 
cause it required the determination 
in each instance of the exact post 
route status of the road. 


Few Roads Debarred. 


Under the amendment very few, 
if any, important roads will be 
debarred from ‘receiving federal aid 
if other requirements of the law ® 
are met. This amendment provides,* 
that aid may be extended eo “any & 
public road a major portion of 
which is now used, or can be used, 
or forms a connecting link not to 
exceed ten miles in length of any 
road or roads now or hereafter 
used for the transportation of the © 
United States mails.” 

The act as it now stands, Secr&®/} 
tary Houston says, places only three| 
limitations on the type of road 
which must be built. The roads 
aided must be “substantial in char- 
acter.” Amount contributed from 
the federal treasury must not ex- 
ceed 50 per cent of its cost or $20,- 
000 per mile. Finally the road must 
be a postroad as defined 
amended law. 

“Following the amendments toe 
the act,” Secretary Houston added, 
“the regulations governing its ad- 
ministration and the standard for 
plans, specifications and estimates 
were modified and one of the most 
successful former state highway en- 
gineers in the country was placed 
in charge of the federal aid work, 
He has at his disposal a large staff 
of local and district engineer aida, t) 
and no pains will be spared to pro- [2 
vide any further federal assistant # 
that may be needed. oS 

“An advisory committee, com- 
posed of representatives of the state 
highway departments, selected at 
the request of this department, by

- FROM LACK OF FUNDS

t“nis sum was smaller than for any 
year since 19/6, when only the main 
library was in existence, and there 
Was an annual circutation of only 
1,000,000 as opposed to the 4,000,v0u 
circulation at the time the enor- 
mous slice was vnade in the appro- 
priation in 1917, 

the book fund was increased 
again, however, in 19:8, to the sum 
of 36,000, which was little more 
than one-half oi: what the fund hail 
bcen before the biggest cut was 
made. Instead of increasing again 
in 1919, the fund was even slightly 
reduced, being in this year $5,466. 

It is declared by those who have 
made a study of the situation thet 
books have increased in price on 
an average of 40 per cent, so tha’ 
in reality the present book fund 
of the library amounts to only about 
one-fourth of that of 1916. The 
average increase in membership at 
the library has been about 6,000 a 
year, 

Service Curtailed. 

In 1917 the deposit station at In- 
man Park was circulating 300 books 
an afternoon, it is declared, but 
since that time deposits of books 
have been removed from twenty- 
seven schools and nine other insti- 
tutions fhat were serving communi- 
ties that the library could not reach 
through the main library or its reg- 
ular. branches.

he British army for war work be- 
oF the lines are being returned as 
their three-year eontracts expire 
and by the end of February it is 
expected only about 20.000 of them 
will remain. These wil be picked 
groups re-engaged for a two-year 
period. About 10,000 of the Chines~ 
who worked for the French army 
have been or soon will be sent home, 

For two years the Chinese have 
been brought into close contact with 
the Young Men’s Christian associa 
tion. R. M. Hersey, formerly gen-~ 
eral secretary of the American Y. 
M. C. A. at Tien-tsin, who has been 
in charge of the work among the 
Chinese, said they were going back 
home better equipped mentally and 
morally than when they came. 

Littie rel'gious work lias been 
done by the Y. M. C. A., Mr. Hersey 
said. Patriotism was eccentuated: 
morality was extolled, and the 
meaning of the war was explained 
so the men might not go hack with 
critical, depressing views of Euro- 
pean civilization. . Leadership was 
developed among them and as a 
Mr. He:sey said, he hoped 
the thousands of Chinese would je- 
come a leaven for China.

ponement today by Senator Moses, 
republican, New Hampshire, chair- 
man, to enable him to have counsel 
present. Former Senator Thomas 


Hardwick, of Georgia, and A. E. 
Pillsbury, former attorney gen- 
eral of Massachusetts, it was re- 
ported today, had been asked to rep- 
resent Martens, whose appearance is 
now scheduled for next Tuesday. 

Senator Moses :.aid the hearing 
might be again postponed and that 
it was not certain that Martens 
would be the first witness, The com- 
mittee will meet Monday to discuss 
procedure. 

In this connection it was said the 
possibility of Martens securing im- 
munity from department of justice 
deportation. proceedings by testify- 
ing before the senate committee was 
considered without causing any 
change of plan. Representatives cf. 
Martens are expected to confer on 
Monday with Senator Moses. — 

It has not been determined wheth- 
er the committee will call Gregory 
Weinstein, of the Russian soviet hu- 
reau in New York, held at Ellis 
Island under deportation proceed- 
ines.

have all been at liberty under heavy 
bond for practically all of the time 
Since their arrest in October. 

The petition of Green, presented 
through his attorneys, H. A. Allen, 
George Westmoreland and lL. S&S. 
Camp, alleging that the audit of the 
bank’s books, made by W. O. Mare 
tin, acting for the state banking 
department, was unfair, and re- 
questing that a new and “impartial 
audit” be made, was answered at 
length by the. attorneys for the 
bank, 


“No Legal Grounds.” 


The bank’s attorneys, Reuben R. 
Arnold and Henry Troutman, in re- 
Sisting the petition of Green for 
another audit, declared that there 
are no legal grounds for a new 
audit; that Mr. Martin is a certified 
accountant, and was completely un- 
biased in his audit of the “bank’s 
books; and that Green was not only 
given an opportunity to examine 
the books, but did so on several. 
occasions, later refusing to help 
further in the accounting. 

It was also stated that: Green’s 
salary as vice president of the bank 
was never more than $150 a month, 
and the bank’s attorneys went into 
detail as to the alleged lavishing 
gifts upon Mrs. Bradstreet by 
Green. 

Judge Hutcheson said that he was | 
not sure there was legal authority 
for the issuance of an order of the | 
kind petitioned by Green, saying 
that action in this case would prob- | 
ably be “blazing a legal trail,” since | 
there was nv precedent, in so far as 
he knew, that had dealt with such 
a case. 

The gifts, detailed by the bank’s | 
attorneys, alleged to have been 
given to Mrs. Bradstreet by Green, 
are supported by affidavits of sales- 
girls, merchants and others. 

Conspiracy Charged, 

The bank, charging that there 
was a conspiracy between Green 
and Mrs. Bradstreet to rob the bank, 
says that there were large sums 
of money and a Hudson automobile 
given to the woman principal late 
in 1918, and that during the twelve 
months following, approximately 
$60.000 were stolen. It further says 
that on August 5, 1919, a check for 
$3.350 was drawn on the Hanover 
National bank of New York, and 
that the proceeds were never turn- 
ed over to the bank by Green. 

The bank’s answer further 
charges that a Cadillac automobile, | 
bought in January, 1919. by_ cash 
and notes given and signed by | 
Green. was given to Mrs. Bradstreet. 
The purchase price, it is said, was 
$2.620. Later, the bank charges that | 
a Stutz automobile was given to 
the woman by Green, the price of 
$2500 being paid by drafts drawn 
by Green on the Fairburn bank.

The call made by the president of the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s clubs for a meeting of the exetutive board of the federation, 
January 22, will bring to Atlanta leaders of club activities from every 
section of the state, the official call for the meeting to be seen else- 
where in this department. The executive board includes the officers of 
the organization, the directors, the district presidents, the chairmen 
, The chairmen of depart- 
ments and standing committees are the new ones appointed since the 
annual convention held in Columbus, and are the women upon whom 
will lie the responsibility of leading the federation activities for the 
year—a year which we are told is to be epoch-making in every de- 
partment of civilization. 7 

That which may have been experimental in club work previous fo 
this time, and any question which may have existed in the minds of 
people as to the importance of women as an organized factor in public 
life, have been settled for all time, and thinking people now look to 
the organized women of a community and a ep as a factor not only 
recognized and established, but one invaluable in force and influence. 


More definitely than at any time in its history, the federation , 
has its program so designed as to have a department or committee of | 
women to correspond with every department of the program of the | Smeaticlasienss seuheanias tn echouk Soka 
commonwealth as it relates to the life of her people and their pros- | 


perity as a people. 
There is the department of education with its subcommittees, the 
department of the home economics as it relates to every department 


of the home; the department of public health, of civics, of music and | 


art, and lliterature; of legislation, child welfare, etc. There are new | 
committees, among them that of thrift, meeting a government call, 
and that of the study of citizenship, meaning the emphasis of an old 
study under a new name. For one of the first purposes of the organl- 
zation of the women's clubs of the nation was that clubs were to 


; On 


stimulate ‘women to study, to keep abreast of the times, that they 
might be the more intelligent wives and mothers and home-makers, | 
and co-citizens. 
were called upon so directly to participate in the affairs which related | 


to their community and civic life, and finally the life of the state, that! 


very soon their time was taken up with acting and doing things, their | 
time of study became more and more limited, and many women found | 
themselves actually working without always being equipped for the} 
important things which they were called upon to do. 

The war period more than any previous one emphasized this con- 
dition and women workers found themselves giving out the best | 
they had within them with little time to take in fresh nourishment of 
cheir forces, especially in the line of information, pertaining to public | 
life, into every department of which they are being called. 

At the “nick o’ time” comes the specified study of “Citizenship,” 
recommended to federated club women, and into every club of the 
nation has come with this study the chairman of citizenship. 

Aside from the significance of the women of the nation already | 
being lined up in the political parties of the nation, and their activity | 
in this direction, there comes tie need of women to know citizenship, | 
in order to keep up their useful work in the life of the community and | 
the state. 

As pointed out by Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, chairman of the civics 
committee of the Georgia federation, as she urges the study of citizen- 
ship upon her associate chairmen, “the woman who gives to the world 
healthy, well-formed and well-balanced children; clean, healthy home 
surroundings, her influence and effort toward making her town and 
city all she is endeavoring to make her home—this woman is the best 
of citizens,” 

The incident of the vote, which In the minds of the misled means 
all of citizenship, is really no more an integral part of citizenship than 
that of child welfare, which is another new department or committee

Mrs. Chester Ryals, of Vienna, 
Ga., president of the twelfth Wis- 
trict, Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, reported the activities 
of that district as follows:

One new one, Saxon Heights School 
Improvement, from which we shall expect 
great things. This adds one more to the 
Dublin clubs, all of them doing excellent 
work, their latest achievement being their 
very active help in inaugurating and bring- 
ing to a successful issue the building of a 
much needed auditorium. Music and liter- 
ature are given much attention, a high 
standard belng maintained. 

Abbeville has done much civic work under 
its able president. Beautifying of the Dixie 
highway, gardening, planting nut trees on 
the streets (a suggestion for other 
towns), inaugurating playgrounds being some 
of their activities. They also contributed

“The year just ending has proven 
a very interesting and successful 
one for the city public health 
nurses, for which we wish to thank 
most heartily our kind friends, es- 
pecially the gloctors/ and dentists, 
for their untiring jand wonderful 
services rendered the nurses and 
the public; also Miss Ivey, city 
warden, for responding so readily 
‘to our emergency appeals for -food 
and fuel; the Anti-Tuberculosis as- 
sociation, principals and teachers of 
the public schools, for their loyal 
co-operation and support, and last, 
but by all means not least, the Elks 
of the city for remembering hun- 
dreds of poor little children so gen- 
erously and beawfifully at Christ- 
mas, who otherwise would net have 
had any ‘Santa Claus,’”’ is the state- 
ment made by Mrs. Beach in her 
report to the public health depart- 
ment. She mentions these items: 

“Visits to white families during 
the year, 15,922; glasses fitted for 
children, 362; oeprations, 392. 

“Only three positive eye infec- 
tions were found and “treated. 
Something over 500 articles’ of 
clothing, twenty-six baskets of food 
and fruit, numbers of glasses and 
money with which to buy medicine 
were distributed among 146 fami- 
lies during the year. ™. 

“The colored nurse made 701 
visits; of that number 540 were in- 
fant welfare; six positive eye in- 
fections were faund and treated, 
and six colored school examined.”

Adoption of Family Budget 
Urged by Mrs. J. K. Ottley 


Previous to leaving for Washing- 
ton City, where she now is in at- 
tendance upon the meeting of the 
national democratic committee as 
committe¢woman from Georgia, Mrs. 
John K, Ottley gave out an inter- 
esting statement, showing the rela- 
tion of practical houseke?ping to 
the study of citizenship. 

Mrs. Ottley urges the study of 
citizenship to the women of Geor- 
gia, and seeks to show them that 
the United States government gives 
them a good plan to work on in 
keeping the family budget. 

World Runs on Budget. 

She explains: . 

“All assogiated human life moves 
on problems of the budget. Income 
and outlay. The relation of the one 
to the other. Every issue of the 
family, the municipality, the state 
or the nation begins with the 
budget or comes back to it. As is 
the accuracy of its budget system 
so is the efficiency of any adminis- 
tratfon, large or small. 

“The whole world runs on budget- 
bearings.’ How are yours? 

“Isn't it worth your while to find 
out? Do you know what you havws? 
Do you know what you spend? Are 
you satisfied with the way the two 
compare? 

“Is what you spend of what you 
have apportioned to the best advan- 
tage? Rent, heat, light, food, cloth- 
ing, taxes, service, illness, recrea- 
tion, investment?” 

The Family Income. 

Then Mrs. Ottley aptly asks: 

“Does the family income turn 

smoothly round to the tune of these 
demands? If not, why not? Can 
you hope to find out without a 
budget? What about making one 
right away? : 
“Start 1920 off on budget-bear- 
ings. So much for the family 
budget. But’ that item ‘taxes? 
Where does it go? 

“And what comes back to you 
and the family in return for these 
taxes? This is your business, surely. 
about your budget-bearings 
of nation, state, county and city? 

_ “What about the budget of the 
Unitéd States? Not guilty! Ours 
is the only civilized nation on the 
face of the earth without a budget. 
Our enormous income comes in and 
goes out without benefit of bydget- 
bearings. Does that throw a lurid 
light on some national deficiencies? 

What About Legislatién? 

“Do you know about the belated 
legislation now before congress to 
create a budget system for the 
United States? Citizenship study 
brings such things to your atten- 
tion and shows how you can help 
take care of your own. 

“Has your st&te a budget? Geor- 
gia, for one, is as guiltless of 
budget-bearings as. the union of 
which she claims to be the empire 
state. Does that explain some of 
the deficiencies from which Geor- 
gians and their children suffer? 

“Do you know that Georgia last 
year, for the first time, tried the 
budget system under a tentative 
budget committee? The results 
were most illuminating. Do Geor- 


gians know about this important in-

Citizenship study would acquaint 
you with these budget-bearings of 
your state. 

“They concern you. 

“What about the budget-bearin 


of your county, your city, your 
town, Village of hamlet? 


Where Does the Money Gof 


“Have you a budget in any of 
these places which touch your daily 
life so closely? 

“Are the millions, thousands ¢ 
hundreds of dollars which go ever 
year from your pocket and tha 
pockets of your neighbors to these 
branches of government spent ace 
cording to any ordered plan and 
with a view to, the best or most unte 
form results? Are they spent, for 
instance, aS a man tries to spend in 
his own business, or is your cou 
or city treasury a sort of rea 
bag? 

“Are its various departmentg 
financed by a method of ‘pull-devil 
‘pull witch!’ which ends in 
devil take the hindmost”’ 

“Every mane woman and child in 
the United States should be enough 
concerned with citizenship to know 
the answers to these questions. 

“You are suffering terribly today 
in every department of your lifé 
because these answers aré not what 
they should be. 

“It is hard to find money to pay 
taxes, 

“Can you, for one, afford to pay 
them to the govefnments of the 
United States, of your state, of your 
county, of your city, upless, by 
means of a careful budget you are 
assured that you are getting back 
from them ‘value received” 

“What about putting the ‘whol 
blooming works’ on pbudget-bear 
ings in 1920? 

“This is an immediate task of 
American citizenship.”

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Historical Georgia Islands 


I—ST. SIMONS ISLAND. 


Just off the coast of Georgia is a 
group of beautiful Islands: St. Si- 
Jekyl and Cumberland. 
Much of the early history of the 
‘St. Simons 
named presumably for the 


long and three across. On this island 
stood the only home General Ogle- 
thorpe, the founder of the state, 
¢ver owned in Georgia. 

At one end of the isiand was the 
flourishing town of Frederica, 
named for the Prince of Wales, eld- 
est son of King George the Second. 
The ruins of the old English fort 
are still to be seen. The under- 
ground passage-way leading from 
the fort to the ruins of the old bar- 
is still intact and of great 
interest. It is said that jewels, 
money and other valuables were 
hidden there and perhaps. will 
remain safely hidden away. Fort 
Simon was situated at the extreme 
opposite point and commanded all 


ne of Mother Nature’s most 
enchanting places is the old Butler 
estate (known as Butler’s point). 
It has come down by lineal descent 
to the present owner, the novelist, 
Owen Wister. Major Butler was an 
English officer who resigned his 
commission in the English army, 
and espoused the cause of the col- 
onists. He married Miss Middleton, 
a belle of Charleston, S. C. This 
immense plantation was a colony 
Eight hundred slaves 
carried on its varied~ activities, 
the chief product of which was the 
long staple sea-island cotton.

Decisive Battleground. 
In 1742 all attempts of the Span 


ish against the coast of Georgia had 
ceased. One of the decisive and 
bloodiest battles whs fought on the 
marshes of Glynn. This battlefield 
is known as “Bloody marsh,” and 
has been marked by the Colonial 
Dames with a fitting monument—a 
granite block giving the historic 
dates. The avowed object of the 
Spanish was to exterminate the 
English colonies in America. If they 
had succeeded in Georgia all the 
other colonies would have been in 
danger. Appreciating this and 
deeply sensible of the great victory 
General Oglethorpe had gained over 
this glittering and well-equipped 
army, Which consisted of fifty ves- 
sels and seven thousand men com- 
manded by Don Manuel de Montiano, 
the governors of New York, Penn- 
Sylvania, New Jersey, Virginia and 
North Carolina sent special letters 
of thanks and appreciation‘: to Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe. 

The quaint little church is one of 
the oldest in the state, and perhaps 
the last to have a pew owner and 
clerk. In°the churchyard is the 
stump of the tree under which John 
and Charles Wesley preached. The 
majestic oak only recently yielded 
to the hand of time. Some of our 
most exquisite hymns were com- 
posed there. St. Simons island was 
a real treasure island. Black Beard, 
Blue Bonnet and other pirates bur- 
led their treasure on it, and it is 
not an unusual occurrence, so it is 
said, for chests of gold and coin to 
be unearthed. 


Immortalized by Lanier. 

Our southern poet, Sydney Lanier, 
has immortalized the exquisite 
beauty of the marshes in his poem, 
“The Marshes of Glynn.” Dr. Lu- 
cien Knight has written of the 
beauty of the island on shore and 
the surrounding seas.

“Month by month the great collee- 
tion in the archives of the museum 
iS Srowing, proof enough that to real 
value is-added general recognition.

She has personally handled 
every manuscript in the museum, has 
repaired those that were damaged, 
has ironed out ail that were rumpled 
and has filed them according to an 
elastic system in fireproof cases. Her 
System stands the supreme test of 
ready access, for all the manuscripts 
of any individual can be had from 
the cases as readily as a name may 
be located in a telephone directory.

by Major Samuel I. Johnson, of 
Honolulu, assistant commandant of 
the allied forces in Viadivostock 
during the revolutionary fighting 
in that city on November 17 and 
18, has been received by the Red 
Cross headquarterse here. The Red 
Cross report says that Major John- 
son has been recommended to the 
all-Russian government for decora- 
tion with the Officer’s Cross of St. 
George for the services he rendered 
to the people of Viadivostock dur- 
ing the fighting. 

As a recommendation ine 
ed the equivalent to besfowal, this 
makes the sixth award received by 
Major Johnson during his service 
in Siberia with the American forces, 
the others being the Russian medal 
of St. Anne and Japanese, Czecho- 
Slovak, Italian and Chinese decora- 


tions. 

Governor M. M. Eversman, of 
Primorsky province, in a letter to 
Major General W. 8S. Graves, com- 
manding the American forces in Si- 
beria, said: 

Personal Heroism. _ 

“I cannot leave unmentioned the 
fact that Major Johnson, having 
splendidly fulfilled his plan in 
guarding the town and the peaceful 
population, though exposing his own 
life to danger, under furious fire, 
succeeded four times in getting 
through to the passenger trains that 
were in the center of the fighting 
zone and from there brought to 
safety officers, their families and 
civilians.” 

Major Graves, son of General 
Graves, was another officer, accord- 
ing to the Red Cross account, who 
with utter fearlessness walked into 
the danger zone to aid women and 
children exposed to fire. Major 
Johnson has paid tribute to the 
part also played by the international 
military police, whom he com- 
manded. 

“I. want those men to get the 
recognition due them,” he said. 
“They rendered the greatest assist- 
ance, showed absolute’ steadiness 
and coolness‘ and ran the same 
risks.” The Red Cross account says 
that the international military po- 
lice and allied detachments held con- 
trol of Viadivostock, enforcing the 
policy of neutrality adopted by the 
allies and that, thanks to this, 
Viadivostock was unswept by bat- 
tle except in the vicinity of the 
railway station. There, however, 
furious combat raged. “For men who 
entered the area of fighting ard the 
path of flying bullets entered at 
deadly peril and every man knew 
it,” says the- report. 

Saved General. 


“Among those saved by Major 
Johnson and his men were General 
Romanovsky and family. Romanov- 
sky is chief of the Russian ceneral’s 
staff. He was living with his fami- 
ly in the railway yards in his spe- 
cial train’ and was a non-combat- 
ant. Soldiers of both sides fired 
upon the train. It was utter dark 
and a storming, snowing Novem- 
ber morning when Major Johnson 
found the car and escorted the 
family to safety. 

“Some of those he rescued that 
night were found in the railway 
Station, where the most sanguinary 
fighting took place. They had 
sought refuge in cellars or. se- 
cluded little offices and crouched 
in the darkness, afraid to move, 
afraid to whisper. In most cases, 
when the rescue party arrived, it 
took repeated calls and reassurances 
to locate the frightened, suspicious 
men and women.

No Stage Forbears.

They knew 
much about cheese and the best way 
to make it—the best. Whether they 
were the first to put the hole in 
the Swiss product is not known. 

It is a cinch his ancestors were 
pioneers in the business. They were 
ambitious that their son should 
tackle something else. If such were 
not the case, why the Webster? 

Young Vandergrift as a law- 
yers’ clerk at twelve. The environs 
of Liberty Hall, Philadelphia, his 
principal habitat for a _ twelve- 
month or so. As a lawyer’s clerk 
ne served only a partial apprentice- 
ship. He was too serious to ever 
become a lawyer or a lexicographer.

' Is Serious Individual, 


Van always taxes his cheese seri- 
ously. And he is serious upon 
numerous other subjects: politics, 
prohibition, milk, cows. 

It is for this reason that avhen 
the outsider meets him he forms 
the impression that he has a very 
sober mind. No doubt he has an 
analytical mind and is thoughtfui, 
but to his intimates he is always 
the comedian. When the _ inters« 
viewer meets Van for the first time 
he always_takes him seriously and 
Straightway writes of him in a 
comedy vein. Van strikes him as 
being anything but funny, byt some- 
how he must treat him humorously. 

He subconsciously catches the 
comedy spirit of Van. Inwardly he 
is laughing at Van all the time, 
but does not realize it. Van may 
talk about cheese and milk to his 
listeners and seem grave, just as the 
diggers of graves in “Hamlet.” But 
still Van is funny, as ars the grave 
diggers, 


20-Minute Laughs, 

As the “Bish” in “The Rainbow 
tirl” Van holds his audience! at 
least 15 or 20 minutes in a fit of 
laughter.. To do this the spirit of 
humor must move him eternally, off 
Stage and on. And always he is an 
intimate as the historic king’s jes- 
ter. He gets under the skin. 

Being long before the public as a 
funmaker, Van has made an in- 
teresting analysis of himself. of his 
co-workers and of* his trade. He 
talks of fun-making as he might of 
cheese making. But whatever his 
subject he thinks before he ex- 
presses himself. 


“If you were to make a scare- 
crow, would you mould him after 
the manner of a beau-ideal with the 
aspect of a Romeo?” asked-Van. 

“Or would his make-up have to 
conform to that of the ‘artful 
dodger,’ sans teeth, sans hands, sans 
feet, sans all of the vtrtues of a 
beauteous gentleman?

In his present role of an fttinerant 
actor Van appears in four costumes, 
a fantastic garb of a low comedian, 
the conventional dress of a bishop, a 
butler’s evening clothes which hang 
about him in many folds, having 
been purloined from the butler’s 
pantry apparently, and the bright 
clothes of an English riding outfit, 

Each @ress is unusual—and might 
excite fear with propitious environ- 
ment. Environment is aprime fac- 
tor in\this case. As Van says: “All 
of the wildly-formed, fantastic, ex- 
travagant ear-marks which get a 
laugh under the footlights. 

Is Serious Business. 

“And thus always with the poor 
comedian,” says Van. “He struts 
on after Romeo has done his turn 
and the audience relaxes, expecting 
him to pick them up and make them 
laugh. And remember they would 
run from you in the dark. For you 
dare not come on as Romeo. 

“Try making an audience laugh, 
especially if it) is of the feminine 
gender, after Romeo has done his 
stunt. All the world loves a lover;

The beginning of a real under- 
standing between nations will have 
to be an accurate appraisal of the 
facts in their situation. Before the 
peace conference we in America had 
Europe interpreted to us largely in 
terms of domestic emotion. The in- 
terpretation turned cut to be @ mis- 
translation. Those who were mainly 
responsible for the mistranslation 
are now endeavoring to cover up 
their error by ascribing the respon- 
sibility for what happened at Paris 
to various statesmen instead of to 
several na@ons, including our own. 
Their present cry is for a new 
peace conference, a new world as- 
sembly. To support their demance 
they argue that the world is now 
aware of: the terrible blunders of 
the last year, repentant and eager 
to undo the Wrongs of Paris. Per- 
haps the world ought to be, but it 
is hard to see any signs of the re- 
pentance. So far from being airift 
toward liberalism, so-called, the 
plain fact appears to be that drift 
in many quarters is toward the ola 
order in international affairs, if not 
in domestic and economic fields. 
True the British still want the 
Anglo - American partnership, the 
French the American guarantee of 
the Anglo-French-American treaty, 
the Italians would be glad of Amer- 
ican aid and support. Poland, Ru-

| mania, Jugo-Slavia would be glad to

get American guarantees, loans as- 
sistance, but one has only to read 
the foreign press to see that in no 
quarter is there the same hope of 
obtaining this as there was a year 
ago. And’ is the United States 
ready to consent to an Anglo- 
American partnership, to give a 
French guarantee, to contract to de- 
fend Rumania, Serbia Poland, by 
actual military effort? 

For myself I have grown very 
weary of the constant reiteration of 
the assertion that had the president 
insisted upon German retention of 
the Sarre or stood out against Japan - 
in the matter of Shantung, he would 
have forced the French and ths 
Japanese to yield. He would not 
have succeeded any more brilliantly 
than he did when he actually stood 
out against Italy in the matter of 
Fiume. In all three cases he dis- 
covered in the end that he was the 
victim of his own misapprehension 
of the essential facts. 

WILSON DESERTED 
BY HIS ALLIES. 


It is remarkable what a slot of 
spoken nonsense the world will take 
from some one known to be rich vor 
believed to have political or. social 
influence. But the patience is not 
the product of respect for the non- 
sense, but for the fortune or favor 
of the spokesman, We were the rich 
man in Paris, Europe listened to us, 
suffered much and protested only 
relatively rarely, but it had its lim- 
its. Once we overpassed them then 
the consequences were patent. The 
tritish, French, Italian people, the 
Europeans generally did not quarre! 
with Mr. Wilson because he was 
false to certain “liberal” ideas, as 
many of his American critics now 
assert, but because he endeavored 
to apply these so-called liberal ideas 
at their expense. 

France, liberal, reaefionary, royal- 
ist and radical, quit him when he 
failed to go and see the devastateu 
districts of the north. They felt 
instinctively and correctly that he 
was seeking to fortify his judgment 
by blinding his sympathy. Italy 
went over the side when it came to 
Fiume. He did not, as it happened 
act in the matter of Ireland as he 
did in the matter of Fiume, but if 
he had, would the British reaction. 
have been more complete than. the 
French or the Italian? 

In Paris, Mr. Wilson discovered 
that Frenchmen were Frenchmen; 
Britons, Britons; Italians, Italians.” 
When he got back to the. United 
States he discovered that Americans 
were Americans. Whenever he un- 
dertogk.to achieve a certain end. 
which ran counter to the national 
sense of any people, the result was 
always the same. Only when he 
could offer a substitute “equally as 
good,” was his policy accepted. A 
new world conference would today 
disclose the same truth—it has been 
the invariable revelation of every 
world conference in modern history. 
If one doubts this let him read the 
history of such gatherings from the 
time of the treaty of Westphalia to 
that of the congress of Berlin. Wars 
sometimes settle international dis- 
putes, peace cofiferences never. We 
shall not have peace until the last | 
session of the final peace conference 
has adjourned sine die. Another 
peace conference to amend the de- 
cisions of the last would leave us 
with more confusion, conceivably, 
but certainly with no more peace, 
and the world is hardly likely to 
risk it just now.

A 
simple way of keeping food cool. 
especially in winter, is by means of 
a window box.

It 
should be dust and fly proof and 
some arrangement for ventilation 
should be made. 

The air in the cellar is cool and 
is utilized by many people for coo!- 
ing foods.

for sugar is to satisfy a craving 
more than it is to satisfy a real de- 
mand. We all have what we call 
“a sweet tooth” and like candies 
and jellies, and want sugar in our 
drinks, and on our breakfast foods, 
and every place where it is possible 
to use it and have acquired a taste 
for many things with sugar and 
find that without it these things 
taste rather “flat.” It is difficult 
to accustom ourselves to eating 
these without sugar or other sweet- 
ening but we must understand from 


Probably with fhe cessation of

Theoretically, 
 claios ethical positions with which 
all humane-minded people sympathize 
Under various names and _ tech- 
niques, bolshevism will be a life-and- 
death struggle in many countries, The 
world is not through with it. The 
thing itself, shorn of its bizarre Rus- 
sian trimmings, will lift its head in 
France, England, Germany and per- 
haps ih the United States. By no 
means will bolshevism be laid in its 
grave because of Russia’s tragic edu- 
cation. 
The enemies of bolshevism make a 


lot of angry noise. In the whirlwind 
of execration, Mr. Brown and old Mrs. 
Jones have sort of lost the thread of 
the’ plot or the lecture 

or whatever it was that folks were 
talking about. The clear-headed way 
for us average men to get at the meat 
of the soviet republic is to take a test 
case. We are used to judging theories 
by their fruits. As an average man, | 
have wished that someone would hush 
the tirade and spread out the facts. 

The city which should be taken for 
the test case should offer a more than 
fair field for bolshevism. It should be 
a place where the system could suc- 
ceed, if it can mote anywhere in Rus- 
sia. It should have a disciplined pop- 
ulation, of factory employees, be 
handy to natural resources, have am- 
ple rail connection, and enough ready 
money and food to carry government 
and people over the peak of the expe- 
riment. And, in justice to the bolshy 

to adopt the nomenclature of the 
British fliers with Denikin—it should 
be a place where they have had time 
to execute their designs, and where 
no grotesque horrors, like the sociali- 
zation of women, have been attempted. 

For this typical city let one lay out 
the fact, as developed within the bol- 
shevik social structure — without 
spleen, without comm. it, and with- 
out moralizing; without whitewashing 
or damning anyone. Let the actuali- 
ties stand up and make the undeco- 
rated nricture, 

For example, take Kharkov. 

It has a present population of 800. 
000 people. It has broad streets, tiled 
sidewalks, public squares with foun- 
tains and flowers. The university 
stands in a charming grove. Eight 
churches, of the Greek orthodox type, 
deserve to be called noble st~uctures. 
In Kharkov they coat the buildings 
with tinted plaster, and, after the 
dilapidation of long war, they have the 
appearance of the world’s fair build- 
ings in Chicago, ten years after the 
exhibiton, They say that there is 
water under the green surface of the 
canal. Of all the cities which at this 
date are available for study, Kharkoy 
offered bolshevism the most hopeful 
field 

Kharkov a Thriving Town. 

God did all that he eeuld f ° the 
Ukraine, and Kharkov is on {ts north- 
ern rim. It taps the wheat pocket of 
the world, is next door to coal, quick- 
silver, sal‘, lime, cement. glass-sand. 
It contains sizeable industries, one 
Diant of which employs 20,000 men. 
The working people alk fast, gaze 
honestly out of mild Vlue eyes, and 
have no nervous manneriams. 

The bolshy took Kharkov ast 
Christmas week, and in Jan ary the 
organizers for the cit¥Y government ar.- 
rived from Moscow, the red capital.

First Typhus Broke Out. 

The first inconveniente to the pew 
pe of Kharkov was the closing of th 
hewspapers and the hotels. In place 
of the canitalist press appeared. in the 
‘rs Oruimg “Soviet Newa,” in the 
e-ening “The Communist,” and a spe- 
cial sheet for soldiers and workers. 
called “The Red Star.” No book could 
be sold without the stam» of the sortet 
censor. All hotels were requisitioned 
for the use of the commissartes—as 
bolshy officials are name and for 
the officers of the red army. Private 
-ravelers drained into the ruifroad sta- 
tions, In confusion and genuine suffer 
ing. Neither food, boiled witer, nor 
transportation out of Kharkov could 
be secured. Spotted tvphes broek out 
Patients amon filled the hospital beds 
and even Ulgoorridors could not house 
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the more serious cases. 
The city government began busi- 
ness. The cryptic initials—P COC P 


—were stenciled ‘all over the city 
property. They are the slav letters 
for Russian socialistic federation 
soviet republic. Under the scheme of 
administration, Kharkov was in the 
jurisdiction of the council of people’s 
commissioners of the Ukraine, with 
headquarters at Kiev, by which the 
chief commissaries of the city were 
appointed Th, president of the 
Ukraine council was Hiem Rakovsky, 
a Jew, who had been arrested by the 
Rumanians as a Bulgar spy, and im- 
prisoned at Jassy during the war, but 
on the Rumanian king’s flight to 
Odessa, the bolshy Lad freed him, he 
had reached Trotsky and been ap- 
pointed governor of the Ukraine, with 
& population equal to France. 
Women Not in Government. 

The organizers of the city govern- 
ment called meetings for the election 
of the 240 members of the Kharkov 
soviet. No women were allowed at 
the meetings, which was a s: rise. 
Soldiers, workers and subscribed mem- 
bers of the commune could vote. As 
the city soviet was too bulky for the

of the commissaries and army. Per-

The above articles were de- 
clared the property of the state, to be 
delivered on demand. Persons whose 
dwellings were requisitioned by the 
army and commissaries might take 
three suits of clothing with him. 

The American Consul Stayed. 

Following this decree, five dirty fel- 
lows appeared in the rooms of the 
United States consul, and told him to 
put his clothes over his arm and move 
along. He got his back to the wall 
and stayed—and the five with him. 
It is a mystery that he was not shot. 
Others who refused to obey the decree 
were sent to Chesvi-Chaika as contra- 
revolutionaries. 

The churches were not molested. 
On their arrival, the bolshy had de- 
clared the separation of church and 
state, and the stipends of priests, 
which in Russia had been paid by the 
government, were stopped. In schools 
and public buildings the Icons were 
torn down. In eral primary schools 
the children f6flowed them into the 
streets, crying, “Why do you take our 
Christus away?” House and private 
chapels were closed and contents con- 
fiscated. Permissions for religious 
processions, of which there are many 
in the Russian calendar, must be se- 
cured from the “commissary for re- 
ligion.” Persons who wore crucifixes 
around their necks, as charms or me- 
mentoes, must pay a tax of 25 rubles 
a month for the privilege. Colonel 
Bobrikoff says that he did pay this 
tax.

It further 
ordered that no pere@y micht move 
his effects from or Wnicile to an- 
other without a p < from the com- 
missary: nor b& &t any store, nor 
transport material through the streets. 
without a permit. Furthcr. all who 
eccupied five rooms or more must 
contribute a full suit of clothing for 
use of the red army and the poor: all 
who occupied three rooms. a suit of 
underwear; all who occupied one or 
two rooms, a single garment. The 
above contribution was to be made, 
under penalty, within three davs. bat 
in a city of $00,000 people there were 
not enough commissary clerks to han- 
die the business tr three, or thirty 
days. 

The second decree, placarded on the 
buildings and printed in the papers, 
brought consternation.

examination, 50 per cent of the uni- 
versity students had asked their pro- 
fessors for private examinations and 
certificates, explaining that they want-

The principle of a divided authority, 
as illustrated by the dual headship of 
tse schools, in the soviet and com- 
missary, is a favorite princ ple of bol- 
sheviki management. It is the princt- 
ple of check and balance, said to have 
been copied from the American con- 
stitution. The Russians. who worked 
out this system were academicians, 
and not mill or military executives. 
The school soviet and the school com- 
missary were a check upon one 4an- 
other. Each was set to watch the 
other. The bolshy believed that there 
was safety in that device--the setting 
of two groups to watch one another. 


. They did the same thing with their 


red army, where, with each colonel 
of a regiment, are associated two com- 
missaries, and no order can be issued 
to troops without the signatr~ of all 
three. The colonel is set to watch the 
commissaries, and the commissaries 
are sct to watch the colonel, and one 
another. 
Hospitals and Health. 

A ministry of sanitation assumed 
the charge of the hospitals, the inspec- 
tion of markets, and health matters 
of the city. The three finest buildings 
of Kharkov are hospitals, modern in 
all respects. To the scandalization of 
physicians, Dr. Tutiskim was made 
chief of the ministry. The doctor had 
been chairman of the health board in 
1907, but the medical association had 
tried him upon charges and judged him 
incompetent. The doctor’s license to 
practice medicine had been rescinded. 

Dr. Tutiskim, as head of the minis- 
try of sanitation, removed the profes- 
sor of psyciatry in the medica! school, 
the most eminent member of the fac- 
ulty, and appointed himself to the 
chair. Students boycotted his lectures 
in indignation. As acting head of his 
ministry, the doctor appointed a Jew- 
ish hospital orderly, named Turkel- 
taub. The biggest hospitals of Khar- 
kov are the Alexandrofsky Petrenko 
and the Nickolaiofsky, with 10% 46d 
700 beds, respectively. Dr./4 Aim 
appointed the plumber of © .#srmer 
institution as its commigé” , and a 
hospital orderly as comm ary of the 
latter. Both were Jews. The commis- 
saries of hospitals had the right to 
modify the menus and medication of 
patients, if they thought them too ex- 
pensive, a right freely exercised, 

The new ingependence demoralized 
the nurses, particularly the night 
shifts. They had the right to receive 
men visitors in their rooms at night. 
Nurses left their duties at will. The 
dressings of wouftided soldiers were 
changed only once in three days. Ty- 
phus patients, delirious, often cscaped 
and walked about the streets Civil- 
ian patients often waited twenty-four 
hours after admission for attention. 

Drug stores were nationalized. Own- 
ers worked as clerks under the com- 
missaries which were put In charge 
of each store. The commisteries made 
no effort to renew the stocks, and 
medicine soon became'so scarce that 
it was administered to patients but 
once in three days The soviet of 
drug clerks set the working day as 
from 10 a. m. to 3 p. m., with stores 
closed ali day Sunday and every even- 
ing. 

Retail Stores and Food. 
The stocks of the retail stores were 
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seized without compensation to the 
owners, who were declared a parasite 


class and the enemies of the state. A 
commissary entered each enterprise 
as its director. A soviet of the sales- 
people of each store fixed the wages 
and the working hours. In general, 
stores were open from 10 a. m. to 
4 p. m. The former owner worked 
as an employee, and, if he happened 
to be unpopular with his personnel, 
they might, and sometimes did, vote 
him lower wagés than the janitor. 

With the taking over of the stores, 
the bread-and-butter problem of the 
families became critical. The produce 
offered by the peasants in the street 
markets could be purchased without 
limitaion. Romanoff, Kerensky and 
soviet money was equally passable. 
Certain necessary foods were rationed, 
and every man, woman and child must 
obtain a card, carrying the right to 
purchase his allotment. The amounts 
of the ration were: 

Sugar—1% pounds a month. 

Salt—% pound «a month, 

Meat—% pound a day, 

Bread—1 pound twice a week. 

Tobacco—% pound or 250 cigarettes 
a month. 

Matches—4 boxes a month. 

How Soviets Ran Factories. | 

The industries were nationalized 
without delay, and the first act of the 
factory commissary was to call a 
meeting of the employees to elect the 
factory soviet, which, on the surface, 
would manage the plant. Should the 
soviet, however, not be subservient to 
the plant commissary, he would de- 
clare it illegally constituted and call 
a second election. These second elec- 
tions were carefully framed. Chinese 
and Lett troops would fill the factory 
enclosure, the commissary himself 
would nominate the members for the 
soviet, and the workers, hemmed in 
by allied riflemen, woulc vote his 
ticket or chew their tongues, or take 
the consequences. 

The ape ites soviets fixed wages that 
sound like fairy tales. A skilled me- 
chanic had 2,500 rubles a month, a 
common laborer 1,500. No sufficient 
margin was left, after the payment of 
these dream wages, to pay engineers 
and directors, to maintain the plant 
and to purchase raw materials. The 
working day, by vote of the soviets, 
was shortened to six hours. Plants 
only worked two or three days & week. 
The effective working time was fur- 
ther shortened by the prolonged meet- 
ings, the lectures on communism, the 
mass-meetings to stimulate enlistment 
in the red army, at which attendance 
was obligatory. The plant paid for 
the time of the employees spent at 
meetings. Spies were sown broadcast, 
to mark men who were discontented. 
It was a vague and heinous charge to 
be “contra-revolution,” which could 
cover anything and which had but one 

unishment. 

3 In two months the factories had 
closed down. In four months they 
were dead. The enamelled ware, the 
rope, the sugar, the tools, were not 
being produced. And no money was 
coming in. By June 1 not a wheel 
turned in Kharkov. 

At the rallies held in the factories, 
workers were stimulated to join the 
commune by the bait of minimum 
prices on family supplies and the 
promise of appointments as commissa- 
ries. One steady fellow, asked why he 
joined, replied: “I have six children. 
I could get no bread for them unless 
I signed.” At the lectures the soviet 
republic was eulogized as the “state 
of the workers,” but incidents like the 
following, multiplied by the dozen, 
convinced laboring people that the 
glittering phrases were bunk: 

The wife of a mill-hand was about 
to be confined, and he was hurrying 
her to a hospital in a cab. A red 
guard stopped the driver, saying: “I 
want your cab, put these swine out.” 
The worker explained the circum- 
stances, and that he was a member of 
the organization. “Don’t ’al'r, or I'll 
throw you out,” the guard roared. The 
worker continued to remonstrate, and 
the guard .dragged him and his wife 
into the street. Furious at the injus- 
tice, the workers forgot discretion. 
“This is worse than the czar’s time!” 
The soldier hauled him back into the 
carriage and drove to Chesvi-Chaika. 
I have a photograph of the workman's 
body after it had been disinterred and 
identified. The hands and feet are 
tied and the body is stabbed in ten 
places. 

Railways Under Bolshy Rule.

But if one could 
lay down 500 rubles on the desk of the 
commissary of railroads, he would re- 
ceive a ticket and a reserved geat in 
five minutes. Ordinary passengers 
traveled in box or on platform rs. 
The first-class cars were rese for 
commissaries and their friends. Trot- 
sky traveled on the “Czar’s Train,” 
with bath, gymnasium, electric power 
plant, cistern and restaurant cars. His 
staff, when he visited Kharkov, pre- 
ceded him on a special.

The prefecture of 
police, vitally important in suppress- 
ing counter revolution, was to be 
given to M. Cecaldi, one of Caillaux’s 
counsel 1t the Calmette murder trial. 
A number of generals, who had par. 
ticularly distinguished themselves, 
were to be sidetracked, and General 
Sarrail was to be put in complete 
charge of the army.

All 
the traditional heroism of the French 
jation—the same spirit that marcbed 
to victory beneath the imperial colors 
of Napoleon—that had also emerged 
triumphant from the throes of revoiu- 
tion—burst forth now in all its old- 
time glory. 

The patriotism of the French peo- 
ple was aroused to such a fury, that 
the anarchists and pacifists seemed 
overawed. Their plans for an “anti- 
imperialistic” yevolt were for the 
time abandoned. German ageuts, 
spies, communists, and al] the rest of 
this same ilk, were indiscriminately 
swallowed up in the great military 
machine, which tad swung up ovrer- 
night. 

JAURES’ FATE 
ALARMING. 

The assassination of Jaureées, tle 
great unified socialist leader, alarm- 
ed not only his party followers, but 
also many other anti-militarists, witb 
the fear of a like fate. Jn the night 
of July 31, he was dining with sev- 
eral members of the staff of L’'Hw 


manite, of which he was editor, in 


the Croissant, a famous restaurant 
near the Bourse. The party sat at a 
table near an open window fecing the 
Rue Montmartre. 

Suddenly, a hand holding a revol- 
ver was thrust in throttgh the window 
from the street and, before anyone 
could seize the gun, it fired two bul- 
lets into the back of the socialist 


leader’s head. Without hardly more 
than a moan Jaures fell forward upon 


the table. He died within a few 
minutes, 

The assassin was Raoul Villain, a 
clerk of the civil court at Rheims. 
From his action and utterances, he 
was thought to be demented. 
mother for twenty years had been an 
inmate of an insane asylum. 

“I killed Jaures because he betray 
ed the country in leading the cam 
paign against the three-year military 
law,” he said. “I believe one must 
punish traitors, and if I can give my 
life to such a cause, I shall fee] my 
duty has been accomplished. I do not 
belong to any revolutionary or reac. 
tionary league. To kill Jaures was 
my own idea.” 


For a time it was feared that the 
socialists in a convulsion of feeling 


might precipitate a governmental 
crisis, but Premier Viviani warded off 
the storm by taking immediate pre- 
caution. In a statement which he is- 
sued the same night he said: 

“A most abominable crime has been 
committed. M. Jaures was a states- 
man and orator who gave distinction 
to the chamber of deputies. He has 
been assassinated in the most cow- 
ardly way, and personally and on be- 
half of my colleagues I bow before 
the tomb so suddenly opened for this 
socialist republican, who struggled for 
such noble causes and who in trying 
times patriotically sustained the 
authority of the government in the 
interest of peace.” 

In this hour only words of praise 
for the dead socialist were heard. It 
was realized, even by his most bitter 
critics, that his pacifism was that of 
an idealist, even though it ‘had played 
into the hands of the foes of France. 

When Caillaux heard of the death 
of Jaures, he took even greater pre- 
cautions to guard himself against sim- 
ilar attack. The servants in his house 
were instructed to keep constant 
watch, lest a stranger work hfs way 
in under cover of some suspicious 
pretext, and try to assassinate the 
master. Caillaux Was thought by 
many to have left Paris for his coun- 
try place at Mamers. 

Malvy, Caillaux’s dummy in the 
ministry of the interior, found it nec- 
essary therefore to assume outward- 
ly at least the responsibilities and 
duties of his chief. At the same time 
that Caillaux hid himself more and 
more from public view, Malvy became 
more and more active in the open. 
Malyy tried to hold together, as best 
he could, the demoralized forces of 
the Caillaux faction. He kept in con- 
stant touch with Almereyda, the chief- 
tain of the Caillaux bodyguard, and 
many others ‘who were secretly 
spreading the pestilence of hatred 
and falsehood, or pacifism and de- 
featism, ‘and who were ever ready to 
join in a socialist revolution, that 
would make Caillaux the ruler of 
France.

In New York we have been discuss- 
ing, both artists and laymen, not with- 
out acerbity and some manifestation 
of strong personal feeling, the great 


question of a suitable war memorial. 
The Arch of Victory, under which 
thousands of our returning troops 
marched, a temporary’ structure 
built at great cost, had passed into 
the hands of the dealers in sec- 
ond-hand building materials. The arch 
and its admirable sculptures will be- 
come a vague memory to the man of 
the street, a dim vision of a passing 
spectacle, a bit of mere civic scenery, 
a movie celebrating transient.and im- 
material things. To many looking at 
it from an angle of mere expediency, 
its passing will be welcomed, for in 
many ways it has proved a serious 
obstruction to traffic, and at best 
much of its significance and dignity 
were lost by its being placed among 
so many incongruous high buildings. 
The spirit of the square and of Fifth 
avenue is intensely modern, and some- 
how we feel that any permanent me- 
morial, wherever it is placed, should 
be first of all modern in its purposes 
and planned with an idea of useful- 
ness. 

We are a far cry from the ideals 
of a Roman triumph, from the ¢Gele- 
bration of the individual leader, whose 
personal pride and sense of power 
were paramount to the nation. What 
to us signify the arches of Constan- 
tine and Titus? Imperialism, if look- 
ed at with even a modicum of his- 
torical background, and imperialism 
is the thing the world has been fight- 
ing for four long years. Artistically, 
the Roman arches will always have 
interest: in architecture they will hold 
the attention of student and practi- 
tioner as long as they stand, as long 
as their memory survives in thousands 
of photographs and drawings. But 
they are symbols of personal pride, 
of the ego, conquest for power, the 
subjection of the world to arbitrary 
rulers, the practical enslavement of 
subjugated peoples. 

If there is one thing that the war 
has taught above all others it is the 
great idea of mutual sacrifi:es for the 
general welfare, of the forgetting of 
the individual in the one cause, our 
country, for which all were supposed 
to be working as a unit. It would 
seem as if the idea of a great memo- 
rial building, a building that embodies 
the best possible traditions of archi- 
tectural beauty and dignity, planned 
for service, would be in keeping with 
the times. Such a building could be 
made a magnificent club house for 
men of the army and navy who have 
served their country, a place where 
cvery comfort and convenience of the 
rich man’s private club would be at 
their service. A gymnasium, a great 
swimming-pool, bowling alleys, bil- 
liards and pool, hundreds of simply 
and comfortably furnished living 
rooms, a restaurant that could be run 
to meet the needs of the -modest 
purse, should be part of it. It could 
be conducted on the plan of other 
clubs; only at the outset it nust be 
established and bound hard and fast 
by rules that would forever keep it 
for al] the men who served, and that 
would not permit it to beccme in time 
merely a place for those who could 
afford it. It should be liberally 
dowed, so that merely nominal dues 
would make membership possible for 
every man that would care to join. it 
would be well, also, to provide a great 


el- 


assembly hall and opportunities for 
study. Classrooms should be provid- 
ed for those who might care to pur- 
sue the study of art, the trades, or 
business; ample opportunities for 
playing for those who would play and 
seek recreation; the privileges cf 
study and guidance for those who felt 
the need of better fitting themselves 
for a wider service in the world at 
large. 

Would it not be a good plan to find 
out by submitting suggestions to the 
men themseives some idea of what 
kind of memorial they think would 
seem best? There is little question 
that if should be something more 
than a mere abstract idea of beauty, 
a mere monument representing so 
many thousands of dollars. The Greek 
temples are nearer to our idea of 
memorials {n that they expressed in 
their wonderful art and refinemen! 
the national spirit. But'we do not 
want Greek temples. They were cold 
and formal in their intent. 

Will jit not be possible to express 
in whatever we do something of the 
sentiment connoted by the word “bud- 
dies,” something of fraternalism, clear- 
visioned, unselfish, unified, shoulder- 
to-shoulder striving far all things that 
make our country better—better men, 
better citizens, greater power against 
the elements of disloyalty and de 
struction that the war has shown us 
are menacing us from within? 
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“NO SMOKING” COMMITTEE.

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The Case of the Fanning 


[SCOURAGING as was this busi- 
ness of hunting an invisible foe, 
events occasionally happened 
with all the unexpectedness of real 
drama. For the greater part of the 
time the destroyers were engaged in 
battle with oll slicks, wakes, tide rips, 
streaks of suds and suspicious disturb- 


ances gn the water; yet now and then 
there were engagements with actual 
boats, and flesh-and-blood human be- 
ings. To spend weeks at sea with no 
foe more substantial than an occa- 
sional foamy excrescence on the sur- 
face was the fate of most sailormen 
in this war; yet a few exciting mo- 
ments, when they finally came, more 
than compensated for long periods of 
juonotony,. 

One ofternoon in November, 1917, an 
American destroyer division, com- 
manded by Commander Frank Uer- 
rien, with the Nicholson as its flag- 
ship, put out of Queenstown on the 
usual mission of taking a westbound 
convoy to its rendezvous and bringing 
in one that was bound for’ British 
ports. This outward convoy was the 
 @ 20 and consisted of eight fine 
ships. After the usual preliminary 
scoutings the vessels passed through 
the net in single file, sailed about ten 
iniles to sea, and began to take up the 
stipulated formation, four columns of 
two ships each, The destroyers were 
moving around; they were even min- 
gliing in the convoy, carrying messages 
and giving instructions; by a quarter 
past four all the ships had attained 
their assigned positions, except one, 
the Rene, which was closing up to Its 
place as the rear ship of the first col- 
vuinn.

As each sailor reached the deck he 
straightened up, lifted his arms and 
shouted: 

“Kamerad! Kamerad! Kamerad!” 

In all four officers and thirty-five 
men wen: through this ceremony. 
Were they really surrendering them: 
selves and their boat, or did these 
vymnastic exercises conceal some new 
form of German craftiness? The 
American ships ceased firing; the 
Fanning gingerly approached the sub- 
marine, while the Nicholson stood by. 
all its 4-inch guns trained upon the 
German boat, and the machine guns 
pointed t the kamerading Germans, 
ready to shoot them into ribbons at 
the iirst sign that the surrender was 
vot a genuine one. 

The U-Boat Scuttled. 

While these preliminaries were tak- 
ing place a couple of German sailors 
disappeared into the interior of the 
submarine, stayed there a moment or 
two and then returned to the deck. 
They had apparently performed a 
duty that was characteristically Ger- 
man: for, a few minutes after they 
appeared again the U-58 began to set- 
tle in the water, and soon afterward 
sank. 

These men, obeving orders, had 
opened the cocks and scuttled ths 
ship—this after the office.s had sur 
rendered her! As the submarine dis 
appeared, the men and officers dove 
and started swimming toward the Fan- 
ning; four of them became entangled 
in the radio antennae and were drag- 
ged under the waves: however, in a 
few minutes these men succeeded in 
disentangling themselv.s and joined 
the swimmers, 

As the thirty-nine men neared the 
Fanning it was evident that rfost of 
them were extremely wearied and 
that some were almost exhausted. 

The sailors from the Fanning threw 
over lines; some still had the strength 
to climb up these to the deck, while 
to others it was necessary to throw 
other lines which they cculd adjust 
under his arms. These latter, limp 
and wet figures, the American sailors 
pulled up, much as the fisherman pulls 
up the inert body of a monster fish. 

And now an Incident too’: place 
which reveals that the American navy 
has rather different ideals of hulwan- 
ity from the Germans. 

One of the sailors was so exhausted 
that he could not adjust the life lines 
around his shoulders; he was very 
apparently drowning. Like a flash 
icixer Harwell, chief pharmacist mate, 
and Francis G. Conner, coxswain, 
jumped overboard, swam to this floun- 
dering German and adjusted the line 
around him as solicitously as though 
he had been a shipmate. 

The ‘poor wretch—his name was 
Franz Glinder—was pulled aboard, but 
he was so ir gone that all attempts 
to resuscitate him failed; and he died 
on the deck of the Fanning. 

Kapitan. Amberger, wet and drip- 
ping imimedidately walked up to 
Lieutenant A. S. Carpender, the com 
mander of the Fauning, clicked his 
heels together, saluted in the most 
ceremonious German fashion, and sur- 
rendered himself, his officers, and his 
crew. He alsg gave his parole for his 
men. 

The officer® were put in separate 
staterooms under guard and each of 
the crew was placed under the pro 
tection of a piven, American 
jackie—who, it may be #ssumed, im- 
mensely enj®ed this new duty. All 
the “survivors” were dressed in dry, 
warm clothes, and good food and drink 
them. They were even 
supplied with cigarettes and some- 
thing which they valued more than al! 
the delicacies in the world—soap for 
a washing, the first soap which they 
had had in months, for this was an 
article which was more scarce in Ger- 
many than even copper or rubber.

Our Base at Gibraltar.

From Gibraltar extended the allied 
lines ci? communication to southern 
France, Italy, Salonika, Egypt, Pales- 
tine and Mesopotamia.

A Miscellaneous Ferce. 

The allied forces that were detailed 
to proteet this shipping were chiefly 
British and American, though they 
vere mutcrially assisted by French, 
Japanese and Jfglian vessels.

The Queenstown destroyers which 
brought in our troops to the French 
coast had to stand well to the south- 
ward and westward, and, after safely 
escorting their vessels to a French 
port, they were obliged to return to 
Wucenstown. As soon as Brest could 
be used as a base, this return iceg to 
Qucenstown was saved. 

In July, 1917, the British govern- 
ment reguested the co-operation of 
the American navy in the great work 
which it had undertaken at Gibraltar: 
and on August 6th the U.S. S. Sacra- 
mento reached that port, foHowed 
about a week afterward by the Bir- 
mingham, flying the ficeg of Rear Ad- 
ttiral Henry B. Wilson. 

Admiral Wilson remained as com- 
mander of this foree until November, 
when he Icft to assume the direction 
of affairs at Brest. On November 
25th Rear Admiral Albert P. Niblack 
suceecded to this command, which | 
retained throughout the war. 

Gibraltar was the “gateway” for 


rr 
- . é 
ed 
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the zone off the Britich channel and 
Ireland was the most critical one, the 
allies stationed their main destroyer 
force there. 

Because of these facts we had great 
difficulty in finding vessels to protect 
the important Gibraltar area, and the 
force which we ultimately got to- 
gether was therefore a miscellaneous 
lot. The United States gathered at 
this point forty-one ships, and a per 
sunnel which arcraged 314 officers 
and 4,660 men. This American aggre- 
gation contained va'tegated assort- 
nent of sccut cruisers, gunboats, 
ceast guard cutters, yachts and five 
destroyers of autique type. 

The straits to which we were re 
duced for available vessels for the 
Gibraltar station—and the British 
navy was similariy hard pressed— 
were fllustrated by the fact that we 
placed these destroyers at Gibraltar. 
They were the Decatur and four sim- 
llar vessels, each cf 420 tons—the 
modern destroyer is a vessel of from 
1,000 to 1,200 tons—and wee station- 
ed, when the war broke out, at Ma- 


nilla, where they were considered fit 
only for local service, yet the record 
which these doughty little ships made 
is characteristic of the spirit of our 
young officers. 

This little squadron steamed 12,000 
miles from Manilla to Gibraltar, and 
that they arrived in condition imme- 
diately to take up their duties was 
due to the excellent judgment and 
seamanship displayed by their com- 
manding officer, Lieutenant Comman- 
der (now commander) Harold R. 
Stark. Subsequently they nade 48,000 
miles on escort duty. This makes 
60,000 miles for vessels which In peace 
times had been consigned to minor 
duties! 

Unfortunately one of these gallant 
little vessels was subsequently cut 
down and sunk by a merchant ship 
while escorting a convoy. = 
Splendid American Work at Gibral- 

, tar. 


For more than a year this force 
under Admiral Niblack performed 
service -which reflected the highest 
credit upon that commander, his offi- 
cers, and his men. During this period 
of time it escorted, in co-operation 
with the British forces, 562 convoys, 
comprising a total of 10,478 ships. 
Besides protecting commerce, chasing 
submarines and keeping them under 
tne surface, many of the vessels mak- 
ing up this squadron had engagements 
with submarines that were classified 
as “successful.” 

On May 15, 1918, the Wheeling, a 
gunboat, and the Surveyor, and Vene- 
tia, yachts, while escortng a Mediter- 
ranean convoy, depth-charged a sub- 
marine which had just torpedoed one 
of the convoyed vessels; we credited 
these little ships with sinking their 
enemy. The Venetia, under the com- 
mand of Commander L. P. Porterfield, 
Ll’. S.-N., had an experience not un- 
like that of the Christabel, already 
described. 

On this occasion she was part of the 
escort of a Gibraltar-Bicerta convoy. 
A British member of this convoy, the 
Surveyor, was torpedoed at six in the 
evening; at that time the submarine 
eave no further evidence of its exist- 
ence. The Venetia, however, was de- 
tailed to remain in the neighborhood, 
attempt to lotate the mysterious ves- 
sel, and at least to keep it under the 
water. 

The Venetia soon found the wake 
of the submerged enemy and dropped 
the usual depth charges. Three days 
afterward a badly injured U-boat put 
in at Carthagena, Spain, and was in- 
terned for the rest of the war. Thus 
another submarine was as good as 
sunk. 

The Lydonia. a yacht of 500 tons, In 
conjunction with the British ship 

asilisk, sank another U-boat in the 
western Mediterranean. This experi- 
ence illustrates the doubt that en- 
shrouded all such operations, for it 
was not until three months after the 
Lydonia engagement took place that 
the admiralty discovered that the sub- 
marine had been destroyed and rec- 
ommended Commander Richard P. 
McCullough, U. S. N., for a decora- 
tion. 

Thus from the first day that this 
method of convoving ships was adopt- 
ed it was an unqualified success in 
defeating the submarine campaign. 
By August 1, 1917, more than 10,000 
ships had been convoyed, with losses 
of only one-half of 1 per cent. 

Up to that same date not a single 
ship which had left North American 
ports in convoy had been lost. 

By August 11th, 261 ships had becn 
sent in convoy from North American 
ports, and of these only one had fal- 
len a prey to the submarines. The 
convoy gave few opportunities for en- 
counters with submarines. 

I have already said ihnat the great 
value of this system as a protection 
to shipping was that it compelled the 
underwater boats tuo fight their dead- 
liest enemies, the destroyers, every 
time they tried to sink merchant ships 
in convoy, and they did not attempt 
this often on account of the danger. 

There were destroyer commanders 
who spent months upon tlie open sea, 
convoying huge aggregations of cargo 
vessels, without even once seeing a 
submarine. 

To a great extent the convoy sys- 
tem did its work in the same way 
that the Grand Fleet performed its 
indispensable service—silently, unob- 
trusively, making no dramatic bids 
for popular favor, and industriously 
plodding on, day after day and month 
after month. 

All this time the world had its eyes 
fixed upon the stirring events of the 
western front, almost unconscious of 
the existence of the forces that made 
those land operations possible. Yet 
a few statistics eloquently disclose 
the part played by the convoy system 
in winning the war. 

In the latter months of the struz- 
gie from 91 to 92 per cent of allied 
shipping sailed in convoys. The losses 
in these convoys were less than 1 per 
cent. And this figure dces not in- 
clude the ships lost after the dispersal 
of the convoys; in convoys actually 
under destroyer escort the losses were 
less than one-half of 1 per cent. 

Military experts would term the 
convoy system a defensive-offensive 
medsure. By this they mean that it 
was a method of taking a defensive 
position in order to force the enemy 
to meet you and give you an -oppor- 
tunity for the offensive. It is an old 
saying that the best defensive meas- 
ure is a vigorous offensive one. 

Unforiunately, owing to tte fact 
that the all‘es had net prepared for 
the kind of warfare which the Goer. 
mans saw fit to employ agzinst them. 
we could not conduct purely offensive 
operations: that is. we could not en: 
ploy our anti-submar.ae for@cs excla- 


sively in the effort to destroy the sub- 
marines. 

Up to the time of the armistice, 
despite all the assistance rendered to 
the navies by the best scientific brains 
of the world, no sure means had been 
found of keeping track of the subma- 
rine once he submerged. The convoy 
system was, therefore, our only meth- 


od of bringing him into action. 


I lay stress on this point and reiter- 
ate it because many critics kept in- 
sisting during the war— and their 
voices are still heard—that the con- 
voy system was purely a defensive or 
passive method of opposing the sub- 
marine, and was, therefore, not sound 
tactics. It is quite true that we had to 
defend our shipping in order to win 
the war, but it is wrong to assume 
that the method adopted to accom- 
plish this protection was a purely de- 
fensive and passive one. 

Work of British Convoys. 

As my main purpose is to describe 
the work of the American navy I have 
said little in the above about the ac- 
tivities of the British navy in convoy- 
ing merchant ships. But we should 
not leave this subject with a false 
perspective. 

When the war ended we had 
seveuty-nine destroyers in [Luroepan 
waters, while Great Britain had about 
400. These included those assigned 
to the Grand Fleet, to the Harwich 
force, to the Dover patrol, to Gibraltar 
and tre Mediterranean and other 
places, many of which were but inci- 
dentally making war on the subma- 
rines. 

As to minor ships, trawlers, sloops, 
Q-boats, yachts, drifters,.tugs and the 
other miscellaneous types used in this 
work — the discrepancy was even 
greater. In absolute figures our ef- 
fort thus seems a small one when 
compared with that of our great ally. 
In tonnage of merchant ships convoy- 
ed the work of the British navy was 
far greater tlian ours. 

Yet the effort which we con- 
tributed was indispensable to the 
success that was attained. For, judg- 
ing from the situation before we en- 
tered the war, and knowing the inad- 
equacy of the total ailied anti-subma- 
rine forces even after we had entered, 
it seems hardly possible that, without 
the assistance of the United States 
navy, the vital-lines of communica- 
tion of the armies in the field could 
have been kept open, the civil popu- 
lations of Great Britain supplied with 
food, and men and war materials sent 
from America to the western front. 

In other words, I think I am justi- 
fied in saying that, without the co- 
operation of the Anferircan navy, the 
allies could not have won the war. 
Our forces stationed at Quecnstown 
actually escorted through the danger 
zone about 40 per cent of all the car- 
goes which left North American ports. 

When I describe the movement of 
American troops, it will appear that 
our destroyers located at Queenstown 
and Brest did even a larger share of 
this work. The latest reports show 
that about 205 German subinarines 
were destroyed. Of these it seems 
probable that thirteen can be credited 
to American efforts, the rest to Creat 
Britain, France and Italy- the great- 
est number, of course, to Great Brit- 
ain. 

When we take frto consideration 
the few ships that we had on the 
other side, compared with those of the 
allies, and the comparatively brief 
period in which we were engaged in 
the war, thfs must be regarded as a 
highly creditable showing. 

Much Unrecognzed Valor. 


I regret that I have not been able 
to describe the work of all of our offi- 
cers and men: to do this, however, 
would demand more than a single vol- 
ume. One of the disappointing as- 
pacts of destroyer work was that 
many of the finest performances were 
those that were the least spectacular. 
The mere fact that an attack upon a 
submarine did not result in a sinking 
hardly robbed it of its importance; 
many of the finest exploits of our 
forces did not destroy the enemy, but 
they will always hold a place in our 
naval annals for the daring and skill 
with which they were conducted. 

In this class belong the achieve- 
ments of the Sterrett. under Lieutei- 
ant Commander Partie: of the Ben- 
bam, under Lieutenant Commnader (. 
A. Blakeley; of the Parker, under 
Lieutenant Commander H. Powell; of 
the Jacob Jones, under Lieutenant 
Commander D. W. Bagley; of the 
Wadsworth, under Lieutenant Coum- 
mander Taussig, and afterward I. 
I’. Darich; of the Drayton, under Lieu- 
tenant Commander P. L. Howard; of 
the McDougal, under Commander <.

The senior destroyer commander at 
Queenstown was Commander David C.

To 
practically all of these cases, chain- 
gang sentences have been handed 
out. Only two men accused of auto- 
mobile theft have been freed by the 
Fulton county juries since August, 
1917. Judge John D. Humphries has 
warned thieves that they may look 
for nothing but drastic treatment 
from him when convicted. A law to 
increase the penalty for automobile 
theft has been recommended by the 
grand juries of the county. The pres- 
ent penalty is from one to five years 
in the penitentiary. 

The National Automobile Dealers’ 
association was recently instrumental 
in securing the passage of the Dyer 
bill, which gives the federal courts 
jurisdiction over all automobile theft 
cases where the cars have been taken 
from one state to another. Hereto- 
fore thieves have been able to 
escape many prosecutions by fighting 
extradition. Some of the states, in- 
cluding Georgia, have statutes prohib- 
iting the procession of, or sale of, 
automobiles with mutilated motor 
numbers. This has proved of value, 
although a more vigorous enforce- 
ment of the law is needed.

Immunity, Not Disease, Inherited | 


T we inherit immunity from, or 

at least power of resistance to 
tuberculosia, is the latest conclusion 
of physicians who have studied the 
matter. The New York Medical Jour- 


nal sums it up as follows: ; 
“Authorities on tuberculosis have 


now come to Believe that a history of | 


tuberculosis in a family is a good sign 
rather than a bad one. A patient suf- 
fering from a severe form of tubercu- 
losis, eapecially of the lungs, and whe 
seems to feel confident tmat his af- 
fection cannot be serious because, as 


’ he emphasizes, ‘there is no history of 


tuberculosis in the family,’ is often 
signing his death warrant. If there 
js no family biatory of the disease, 
then ustially there is no immunity and 
tuberculosis will run a rapid and fata) 
course. The physician gften searches 
the family histery carefully for some 
trace of tuberculosis im the hope of 
finding @ prop on which to support 
the possibility of producing immunity.
